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AN ACT OF INJUSTICE CORRECTED. 

The recent transfer of Comdr. A. G, Kellogg, U. S. N., 
from the retired furlough list, to the retired pay list, re- 
calls, to some of the older officers of the Navy, an act of 
injustice which has taken years to rectify. The nomina- 
tion to the Senate, states, that it was to “correct an er- 
ror,” but just what the error was, and how it came to be 
made, is a story well worth the telling. It will show how 
an officer of unblemished record was deprived of his 
good name, and even of his liberty, and pilloried in the 
Naval Register as a worthless and incompetent officer. 
The following is an extract from a letter, written by an 
officer, who has known Commander Kellogg for years: 

“Commander Kellogg is a member of the now famous 
class, known to the Service as the ‘1860 date,’ the class 
of ‘Bob’ Evans, ‘Shank’ Cook, Charley Clark, ‘Steve’ 
Gridley, ‘Schuyler’ Crowninshield, and others whose 
names are now household words in every part of the 
United States. There can be no doubt of his ability as 
an officer. His services as executive officer under such 
men as Admiral Dewey, Paul Shirlev, and others, as well 
as the fact that he was selected to command the Talla- 
poosa when she was the President’s dispatch boat during 
the Arthur Administration, proves that beyond question, 
and his conduct when in command of the Ossipee in Hay- 
tien waters, at the time of the revolution of 1889, shows 
that he did not shirk responsibility. 

“Coming into Port au Prince, he found the Clyde 
steamer Ozama under the guns of the fort, having been 
captured by the Haytien authorities for an alleged vio- 
lation of a blockade that existed only on paper. Without 
hesitation or appeal to home authority, he cleared for 
action, and notified the Haytien officials that he would 
take the Ozama out under his protection at a certain 
hour, unless she was sooner released. Needless to say, it 
was done without opposition further than a protest. This 
is now a forgotten episode, and at the time was passed 
over almost without comment, but other officers have 
made tleir reputation on less. 

“In 1891, Commander Kellogg, having completed his 
tour of sea service, was ordered for duty to the League 
Island Navy Yard, and there his health gave way. It 
afterward developed, too late to save him from the hor- 
rible injustice that wrecked his life, that he was suffering 
from tropical malaria. At that time not so much was 
known-of this disease as now, since so many of our brav- 
est and best have fallen victims to its ravages in our 
insular possessions, or perhaps this article need never 
to have been written. Soon after, it was seen that his 
mind was affected, and he was sent to the Government 


“Ten days 
asylum, he was ordered before a 
alienist whose opinion was worth ying would attempt 
to give one, and when he was incapable of properly 
fending himself. It is the old story. He was known 
to drink at times—perhaps he had even taken a social 
glass with some of the members of the Board who were 
sitting in judgment on him. He was found incapacitated 
for further service from causes which did not originate in 
the line of duty, and placed on the retired list on furlough 
pay, although there was not then, nor is there now, a 
word against his record as a competent officer in the 
Department. The evidence before the board as to his 
drinking habits, related only to the time he was at the 
League Island Navy Yard, after his health gave way, and 
when it was admitted he was not responsible for his 
action. Indeed, his Commandant testified before the 
Board that Kellogg had performed his duties in a satis- 
factory manner up to the time he was incapacitated, 
but this evidently had no influence on the Board. He 
was insane, he had been known to drink—therefore he 
was insane because of vicious habits. No doubt the 
board was absolutely in this belief, for, under the cir- 
cumstances, no proper defence could be made and the 
proceedings were necessarily ew parte, and this article 
is not written for the purpose of reflecting in any way 
upon the board or any of its members. But it goes to 
show how honorable men with preconceived theories, ma 
be led to take a snap judgment in a case, and wit 
every intention of doing exact justice, perpetrate a mon- 
strous wrong, and, incidentally, to wreck an honorable life 
beyond all possible chance of restoration. 

“Now, logically, this should have been the end of Kel- 
logg, as indeed it was for many wearied tortured years. 
But as time went on, and his poor benumbed wits emerg- 
ed from the fog which had enveloped them, it became 
more and more evident to that eminent expert, the late 
Dr. Goddard, and his staff that whatever may have been 
the cause of Kellogg’s collapse, whisky was the one thing 
that could safely be — es —— : 
manifested by a group of symptoms which were absen 
in his case, ‘end while it undoubtedly aggravated his 
mental trouble, it certainly was not the cause. 

“About this time a new factor entered into the case. 
Kellogg had a son whose laudable ambition was to follow 
in the footsteps of his father, and go into the Navy, and 
the boy had now become old enough to seek the ap- 
pointment. Now, most of the readers of this paper know 
what the furlough pay retired list is. It is the purgatory 
of the Naval Register—the place where the undeserving 
are sent that they may repent of their many sins. They 
have ample time, for no amount of repentamce can 
ever get them out of it, and the poor devil who is so 
unfortunate as to be laid up there, remains the rest 
of his life, a man set apart from his fellows. So for 
this boy’s sake Commander Kellogg took on a new interest 
in life, and set about the almost hopeless task of restoring 
his tarnished name. There is neither reason nor space, 
to give in detail, the manner in which this was ac- 
complished.”

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FILIPINO HOSTILITY. 

“The Real Feelings of the Filipinos” are discussed in 
the Philadelphia Saturday Evening Post of Feb. 1 by 
Senator Augustus O. Bacon of Georgia, a member of the 
Congressional party that visited the Philippines last 
summer. He believes that among our people there 
should be no division on the proposition that so long as 
the islands are retained it is the duty of all to unite 
in the effort to provide for them the Government which 
will be best for their interests, and least burdensome 
and harmful to the United States. In the endeavor to 
devise such a government it is essential to 
ascertain the character and intensity of the present feel- 
ings of the Filipinos toward Americans and American 
rule. Tt is the earnest desire of the American people 
that war shall speedily be ended in the Philippines

selves and from general conditions. “Among the Army 
officers from whom expressions were sought, there was a 
most remerkable unanimity of opinion on this subject 
as gathered from conversation with many of them. Their 
widely <eparated posts and fields of duty had offered no 
o portunity for a mutual interchange and comparison of 
opinions and conclusions. With scarcely an exception 
the opinion was expressed bv them that at heart the 
Filjpines are unfriendly to Americans, that they are 
intensely hostile to American rule, that where they pro- 
fess loyalty to our Government it is feigned and insincere, 
an] that where hostilities have ceased it is because the 
natives have, of necessity, laid down their arms in sub- 
mission to the power which they could not resist. There 
are officers who think there are some Filipinos who are 
sincereiy friendly to American rule and who earnestly 
cesire its continuance. It is at the same time admitted 
that ihis number constitutes only a small fraction of the 
pepula tion. 

“During a pories of four weeks of most diligent in- 
auiry, no single officer exp: views and opinions ma- 
terially different from the foregoing. It may, however. 
be sately said that there was a concurrent expression of 
opinions by all these officers of every rank that the Army 
in the Philippines could not safely be reducéd below the 
present force of some 40,000 men. The expression of 
this unvarying opinion cannot be attributed to a selfish 
motive; for, though loyally doing their duty, these same 
officers, with rare exceptions, greatly regretted the neces- 
sity which keeps them in the Philippines, and earnestly 
desired to return to America.” 

A g-advate of West Point is mentioned as believing 
trinly tbat the essential element of Filipino hostility is 
their desire for a government of their own. “This officer 
gave another reason for the increased hostility of feeling 
by the natives. He said that the commissioned off- 
cers avd the better class of enlisted men are more con- 
siderate, but that the lower class of enlisted men, who in 
greater or less numbers are unavoidably found in every 
army, are less considerate, of the Filipinos. They per- 
sora ‘’ enjor the position of domination over an inferior 
end conquered people, and, in ‘the words of this officer, 
are constantly ‘rubbing it in on them.’ They call them 
‘niggers’ aud otherwise subject them to humiliating indig- 
nities. This, though the action of comparatively few 
men, inspires in the Filipino breast a hatred of all Amer- 
icans, of Whoru these men are, by them, regarded as the 
represenistives. 

“The vivil officers in general express the opinion that 
the Fil:pino problem is being worked out successfully 
through the agency of the civil government, and that un- 
der its influence the Filipinos are becoming reconciled 
to American domination, although the most optimistic 
fix at least a generation before this can be accomplished.”

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SHIPBUILDING IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Lewis Nixon has an article in the February Cosmopoli- 
tan on the development of shipping in the United States, 
which has, he says, in the past two years called into being 
the one remaining factor that will make the United States 
of America the great ship-building and ship-owning coun- 
iry of the world. This is a steady demand for ocean- 
coing American bottoms. 

The growth of the American shipyard has been slow, 
wing to the fact that ship-building and ship-owning 
in the foreign trade have been discriminated against by 
United States laws. Formerly we built wooden vessels 
for all the world, with our advantaves of abundant for- 
ests. = the conditions as to cheapness and quality 
of material for the hulls are reproduced in steel, and Mr. 
Nixon prophesies that we shall assuredly again build the 
vorld’s vessels as we did in the days of the wooden hulls. 

The fact that English shipyards have such a demand 
for ships of all types that they can afford to work each 
plant upon the particular type of vessel it can best build, 
is the main reason why they build mercantile vessels to- 
day cheaper than we do. For the last ten years there has 
been a steady demand for vessels of war, and to-day we 
build them cheaper than they could be reproduced abroad. 

That ship-owning is profitable Mr. Nixon is satisfied, 
but he believes the same vessel can make more under 
. foreign flag than under the American flag to-day, and 
while trade may follow the flag, it appears naturally to 
sail under the flag which offers the lowest rates. 

Great Britain, when she saw that the vessel of iron 
was a better vessel commercially than the vessel of wood, 
gave large orders for men-of-war, and so enabled her ship- 
builders to put in metal-working plants and gain exper- 
ience in building metal vessels. It took us until 1 
to catch on. Up to that time all money appropriated for 
the Navy was spent in the Navy Yards, and spent most 
extravagantly, this article says. 

In 1882 we began our new Navy—built it by contract 
and built it with American workmen of American mater- 
ials. ‘To-day we have ship-yards equal to the best 
abroad, and in refinement and efficiency of product lead 
the world. The manufactures of steel, guns, armor and 
powder have all felt the quickening touch. : 

Germany at first did very much as we did, building 
her hulls in Navy Yards, but after the war with France, 
the great demand for new tonnage led to the peep of an 
order with a private yard, which was so well and quickly 
done that the Admiralty suddenly realized the military 
value of the commercial ship-yard. And to-day Germany 
not only builds her own vessels, but numerous and profi- 
table orders pour in upon her from all over the world for 
commercial and naval vessels. f 

No nation produces better sailors than the United 





States, but they must be trained, and the opportunity 
for such training showld bus ows flag. 

: Nixon says: “I consider a nation 
which must depend upon other nations to do its carrying 
upon the ocean, as undeveloped and tributary to the na- 
tions that carry for it.

In connection with the succession of Lewis Nixon to 
Richard Croker as leader of Tammany Hall in New York 
sketches of his life have appeared in newspapers all 
over the country.

A., and descended 
from an old Virginia family. 
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THE DETAIL STAFF SYSTEM. 
New York, Jan. 22, 1902. 
To the Editor of the Anmy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Jan. 18 there was some reference made 
to the successful working of the present detail staff sys- 
tem. Allow me to offer this opinion, which I believe will 
be borne out in the course of time if the present system 
remains unchanged, viz.: That the system is now at the 
height of its efficiency or practically so. That it will be- 
gin to decrease in efficiency when more than half the 
officers in the staff departments are detailed, and will 
reach a minimum of efficiency when all are detailed. 

The advantage gained to the Service in ane by hav- 
ing a greater number of officers more or less acquainted 
with staff duties will be offset by the decrease of efficiency 
of the staff. When the whole staff is made up by detail the 
administration of affairs will pass to a greater extent to 
the clerical forces. Again the number of men learning th: 
duties of the staff at any one time will be greatly in- 
creased, and this evil can be met only by the detail of a 
greater number. ‘To argue that the efficiency will be the 
same when all are detailed is to argue that there ir 
nothing to be learned by the officers so detailed, and if that 
be the case why detail them at all? i 

Would not. the ideal system be half and half? The se- 
lections for the permanent staff to be made from those 
who have shown greatest fitness while on detailed staff 
duty. In this way the staff and line would be kept in 
touch. The staff department would not lose its identity. 
It would not be thrown open to the likelihood of frequent 
revolutionary methods. It could follow its old and well 
tried methods that have been found efficient, absorbing 
the good ideas to be had from its detailed officers. There 
would net be the risk of losing all that has been learned 
in the haste to adopt some new fangled scheme that ar 
inexperienced officer might approve. With half and half 
the permanent staff would be ballast much needed by the 
newly detailed.

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HEALTH OF THE ISTHMUS.

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The International Committee of Young Men’s Christian 
Associations has, in connection with its bill (S. 3129) for 
the authorization of the erection of buildings on military 
reservations made an interesting statement of the work 
done by the Association.

The “straight sword” is generic, 
is not a specialty, like the sabre, and answers for any 
branch of the Service, the “points down,” vary the de- 
vice from regulation type, and it is not supposed that any 
one, not actually in the Service, would wear a device, with 
the letters “U. S.” on it. The wearer of the Loyal 
Legion button may no longer be in the Service. So 
with the wearer of a West Point class ring. In travel- 
ling, it is often desirable for one officer to recognize an- 
other as such, when in civilian dress. This pin, besides 
being very effective for its intended purpose, makes an 
exceedingly handsome and dainty scarf pin. Every offi- 
cer should provide himself with one.

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The 1st Squadron of the 14th Cavalry, Troops A, B, 
C and D, left Fort Riley, Kan., Feb. 7, for the Depart- 
ment of the Colorado, with stations as follows: Head- 
quarters, Major C. M. O’Connor, commanding, and 
Troops B and D to Fort Huachuca, A. T., Troop A to 
Fort MacKenzie, Wyo., and Troop C to Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell, Wyo.

Of the 22,478 recruits accepted for the Army in 1890 
five hundred and seventy-seven were six feet or over, 
nearly sixty per cent. of the whole were 5 feet 7 inches 
or over. Sixty were under 5 feet 1 inch, and over forty 
per cent. were between that height and 5 feet 7 inches. 
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Major W. L. Fisk, Corps of Engineers, U. S. A., now 
stationed at Detroit, Mich., says the Marine Review of 
Cleveland, Ohio., is engaged on one of the most important 
works in relation to lake commerce in which it is possible 
to be engaged—that is, to devise a system whereby the 
master of a vessel might instantly calculate the actual 
depth of water in the harbors and known shoals of the 
lakes. At present only the relative depth is known, owing 
to the lake level basis upon which depths are reckoned. 
Under the present system there may be less water in a 
harbor, or in any of the connecting channels of the lake, 
than is indicated on the charts, owing to fluctuations of 
the lake level. Under the new system there never will be 
less water than is recorded, because the new charts are to 
be based upon the lowest known level for a great series of 
years. Some time ago Major Fisk took the subject up 
with the authorities at Washington and received authori- 
ty to formulate the new system. He is now issuing a 
uew series of charts based upon the new standard low-wa- 
ter reference planes. The great advantage of the stand- 
ard low-water reference planes for soundings on lake sur- 
vey charts is that in the lakes themselves there will prob- 
ably always be a little greater depth of water than in- 
dicated by the charts. Therefore, when the navigator 
is working by them and not cognizant of the prevailing 
stage of water they cannot lead him into trouble.

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In further criticism of the bill, S. 2761, introduced by 
Senator Proctor, to regulate the retirement of veterans 
of the Civil War, a correspondent points out that it does 
not include in its provisions any officer retired “at his 
own request,” and is in that respect a most unjust meas- 
ure and will undoubtedly meet with much opposition. As 
an instance of possible injustice our correspondent cites 
the case of an officer who was “inspected and condemned” 
by an Army retiring board who was at the time 
serving in his fortieth year of honorable service, and 
stated to the retiring board the he would prefer to be 
allowed to serve out his full forty years on the active 
list, and then retire with that record. The President of 
the retiring board informed this officer that if he would 
make out an application to that effect the board would 
forward it with the proceedings and findings in the case. 
Application was made, and this officer’s name appears as 
having been retired at his own request after forty years 
service, instead of for disability. A number of other 
old, faithful and meritorious offices will in like manner 
be done an injustice by the absence of any provision for 
them in this bill, our correspondent believes.

Navy down to the present time. In the prefaces of the 
volumes of this history the author has expressed and 
emphasized his desire for suggestions, new information, 
and corrections which might be utilized in perfecting his 
work. He has, therefore, carefully studied the evidence 
brought out at the recent Schley Court of Inquiry, and 
while the findings of that Court were for the most part 
in accordance with the results of his own historical inves- 
tigations, he has modified certain portions of his narra- 
tive. Wuatever opinions may be held regarding any 
phases of our recent naval history, the fact remains that 
the industry, care, and thoreughness, which were unani- 
mously praised by newspaper reviewers and experts in 
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the case of the first two volumes, have been sedulously

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Among bills introduced in the Senate is one by Mr. 
Warren, providing that each major general shall have 
three aides who may be selected from captains or lieu- 
tenants of the Army, and each brigadier-genera] two 
aides, who may be selected from captains of the line. 
In the House Mr. Dick has introduced a bill providing 
that any officer now on the active list below the 
grade of brigadier general in the staff or major general 
in the line, who served with credit in the Civil War 
prior to April 9, 1865, othewise than as a cadet, 
shall, when retired, be retired with the rank and retired 
pay of the next higher grade. This act is also to ap- 
ply to such officers of like service as are now on the 
retired list for age, wounds, or disability incident to the 
Service, or on their own application after thirty years’ 
service, but shall not apply to any officer who has been 
or may be retired under authority of Section 1244, Re- 
vised Statutes, or by virtue of any special act of Con- 
gress, nor to any officer who has already received such 
higher grade on retirement, or with a view to retirement. 
The promotion provided for by this action to be made by 
the President with the advice and consent of the Senate. 





Reports have been received by the Chief of Ordnance 
from the Ordnance Board at Sandy Hook in reference to 
the tests of field guns now in progress with a view to the 
determination of a type for the Army. It has already 
been definitely settled by the Board that any one of three 
of the guns being tested will answer all the ballistic re- 
quirements of the Army and would be superior to any field 
gun in use by any power of the world, Although it can- 
not be ascertained exactly which guns these are it is 
practically admitted that two of them are the Lewis gun 
and the Army gun mounted on the Wheeler carriage. Both 
of these guns are of the most modern type. That of Capt. 
I. N. Lewis is said to be modeled after the French field 
gun with many improvements by Captain Lewis. The 
Wheeler carriage has also received very favorable com- 
ment. After the completion of the ballistic tests at Sandy 
Hook the plan is to send all of the guns to Fort Riley for 
test as to their wearing qualities under service conditions. 
These latter tests will probably be made uader the aus- 
pices of the Board of Ordnance and Fortilics.tion. 

The Secretary of War has this week made an adverse 
report to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs re- 
garding the necessity for the passage of Senate bill 3031, 
granting extra pay to certain officers and enlisted men of 
the Volunteer Army. The bill, which will be adversely 
reported by the Committee as a result of Secretary Root’s 
recommendation is as follows: “That all officers and en- 
listed men of Volunteers in the war with Spain, who served 
honestly and faithfully and were honorably discharged for 
any cause after Aug. 12, 1898, date of proctocol, shall 
be allowed the extra pay provided by Act of January 12, 
1899, entitled ‘An act granting extra pay to officers and 
enlisted men of United States Volunteers,’ notwithstand- 
ing such officers and enlisted men were placed on fur- 
lough or waiting orders prior to their discharge, provided 
the same has not already been paid: Provided, That any 
overpayment or other indebtedness to the United States 
on account of the service of any officer or enlisted man 
shall be deducted from the extra pay allowed.”

There seems to be a disposition among officials of the 
Administration to believe that nothing can be done in 
Congress in the way of legislation for the Navy until 
the Schley case has been settled in such a manner that 
there could be no possibility of its being reopened. This, 
we understand upon excellent authority, is not the case; 
on the contrary, we are informed that this in all probabil- 
ity will be an excellent Congressional year for the Navy. 
In the House Committee on Naval affairs their is a un- 
animity of opinion among the members that the time has 
finally arrived when it is imperative that some relief be 
given in the matter of increasing the number of com- 
missioned officers. The Committee is also favorable to 
making a large increase this year in the floating strength 
of the Navy. These matters will all be consiered, 
whether the Schley case is disposed of to the liking of the 
partisans or whether the President, in his reply to Ad- 
miral Schley evades the question of.gommand at San- 
tiago.

VOYAGE OF THE CROOK. 


U. 8. A. T. Crook, Aden, Arabia, Jan. 9, 1902. 

The U. 8S. A. transport Crook has had a good many 
kinds of a time since she sailed from New York Dec. 5, 
1901. For the first two weeks, the time she took to reach 
Gibraltar, she had gales and leaky staterooms. Nearly 
every one was more or less uncomfortable, but since that 
time everything has been on a crescendo scale of pleasure. 
Gibraltar, with its wonderful rock, its miles of galleries 
cut from solid granite, its swarms of British soldiers 
everywhere was novel and charming. Malta, where the 
ship was in port for five days, was better yet. While its 


very walls breathed ann its churches reminded mys- 
teriously of Crusaders and Knights of St. John, its so- 
cial charms were uppermost in their appeal to the visit- 
ing Americans. 

The ship arrived the morning before Christmas and 
English officers and invitations soon began to appear. 
Almost all the Americans went by invitation to the race 
at the Malta Polo Club grounds that afternoon. Tea 
was served at little tables close beside the course. Man 
of the men came home richer than they went, for thoug 
the races were poor the betting ran high. In the evening 
there were amateur theatricals at the Theatre Royal, 
in which the American Consul’s daughter, Miss Grout, 
took part. A huge bouquet was presented to her, tied 
with streamers of red, white and blue ribbons, from the 
American officers. ; 

Christmas day was full with services at the beautiful 
cathedral of St. John, and the English chapel, sightsee- 
ing and shopping in the cheerful European manner, and 
a reception at the home of the American Consul in the 
evening. Soldiers and non-commissioned officers were 
entertained, as well as officers and ladies on the ship and 
on shore. A party of English sailors also came on board 
and gave a show for the men. The day after Christmas 
there were lunches on board some of the English men-of- 
war; British guests on the American ship, sight-seeing, 
and a hospitable invitation to visit the beautiful house of 
Mr. Henry Clap, an American resident of Malta took 
up the afternoon, and in the evening there was a ball at 
the Malta Union Club. There were swarms of Eng- 
lish women at the ball, but even they declared that the 
Americans were the best dancers they ever saw. Cer- 
tainly in chic, charm and looks the American girls were 
in the front rank. Some Americans came to the dances 
from dinners given by the Governor General of Malta, 
Sir Francis Grenwal, and by Sir Charles Beresford, Ad- 
miral of the fleet, and other English officers. 

The day but one before leaving the hospitable port a re- 
ception was given on the Yankee ship to the English 
Army and Navy officers. Elaborate refreshments (li- 
quid and otherwise) were provided and the ship was 
beautifully decorated. There were little dinners in town, 
and the play in the evening. The last day was broken 
by every one’s having to be on board several hours before 
sailing, but the Englishmen and a number of stow- 
aways, nearly twenty in all, came on board. As the 
Crook sailed the bands on the ships in the harbor played 
the “Star Spangled Banner” and the Americans sang 
“God Save the King” and “Auld Lang Syne” till out of 
hearing. Tommy Atkins cheered from piers and ramparts 
all along the shore. 

New Year’s Eve was spent at sea just before reaching 
Alexandria, and a Christmas tree was the order of the 
evening. Gifts for everyone had been provided, and 
General Bates acted as Santa Claus and presented them 
with an apt little word to each recipient. A committee 
of ten arranged the affair. At Alexandria many of the 
passengers left the ship for a three days’ trip to Cairo. 
Several others obliged to stay on the Crook went up to 
Cairo from Port Said the following evening. Americans 
swarmed in the gay Egyptian city, taking in all the sights 
and buying themselves poor in the queer, fascinating 
bazaars. Everyone went out to the pyramids, of course, 
and the most dignified appeared on camels or donkeys to 
see the Sphinx or take the tour of the smaller pyramids. 
An event which called every one out was the festival 
of the Khedive’s going to the mosque. This particular 
appearance occurs but once a year, and is the end of a 
thirty-days’ fasting time. Their Lent is far more strict- 
ly observed than ours is, however, for they eat only after 
sundown, once a day. Dragomans and all others break 
their fast by eating a handful of dates at six o’clock, and 
can go on from then till 12 P. There was the opera 
and a dance at Shepheard’s Hotel, where the Americans 
were stopping, to top busy days. Everyone joined the 
ship again at Ismalia, where the Crook lay in the pretty 
lake awaiting them. 

From this point, the very first warm weather was ex- 
perienced. Before that, winter clothes were the order of 
the trip. Malta and Egypt were both cold enough for 
thick clothing, without furs, and khaki was donned by 
some of the officers only to be discarded for blue again. 
Those who make this trip on the January transport are 
advised to take enough warm clothes to last as far as Port 
Said, for the warm Mediterranean is a big surprise, with 
snow peaked mountains on the African side the first 
morning view after Gibraltar. 

Aden was reached on Jan. 9, all well on board. One 
soldier has died during the trip, Jan 5. His y was 
embalmed and will be taken to Manila after which it 
will be sent back home if his parents so desire. Preu- 
monia was the cause. 

A card party was held on board Jan. 7, with Egyptian 
prizes. Jan. 11 there will be a minstrel show and the 
following week a cotillon with Egyptian favors.

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


As the result of a campaign conducted by Major Wil- 
liam L. Pitcher, 8th Inf., U. S. A., in which harsh meas- 
ures were adopted only after conciliatory methods had 
been scorned by the insurgents, the island of Mindoro 
is regarded as almost completely pacified. The Mindoro 
rebels have been notoriously treacherous and bloodthirsty 
and have committed innumerable crimes of the most atro- 
cious character. But their territory has been swept 
from end to end by the American forces who have burnt 
all but one or two of their villages, destroyed their 
supplies, captured their arms and compelled the rebels 
themselves to surrender. Major Pitcher holds that there 
are now only seventy-five rifles left among the insurgents 
in Mindoro and expects to get them soon. One of the last 
encounters in the Mindoro campaign took place on Dec. 
22 at the town of Manguan, one of the rebel strongholds 
at the extreme Southern end of the islands. Lieut. Hen- 
ry Hassfeld, 30th Inf., U. S. A., commanding a detach- 
ment, made earnest efforts to persuade the rebels to sur- 
render, and upon their final refusal he destroyed the 
town, killed six of the enemy, captured eight and drove 
the others, more than 100, in number, into the hills. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., commanding in 
Batangas ———— island of Luzon, has commended the 
energy of Lieut. Patrick A. Connolly, 21st Inf., U. S. A., 
who, on Jan. 28, obtained the surrender of 140 insur- 
gent rifles. In addition to these the surrenders in Ba- 
tangas for the week ending Jan. 31, included sixty rifles 
and twenty insurgent officers. 
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OFFICER’S WIVES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Brig. Gen. Franklin Bell, U. S. A.. whose successful 
campaign in the hostile provinces of the island of Lu- 
zon has shown him to possess a thorough knowledge of 
Filipino character and method, offers a suggestion with 
reference to the policy of pacification in the Archipelago 
which is both interesting and valuable. This suggestion, 
which is conveyed in a personal letter to Adjt. Gen. Henry 
C. Corbin, U. S. A., is that the wives of Army officers on 
duty in the ‘Philippines be not only permitted but en- 
couraged to join their husbands, General Bell declares 
that one American woman can do more to reform the Fili- 
pinos and bring them into harmony with our customs 
and purposes than can be done by an entire company of 
American men, be they soldiers or civilians. The Amer- 
ican women, he says, exert their influence upon the na- 
tive women, and, as the native women are more powerful 
in shaping public opinion than their husbands are, the 
forces thus set in motion are invaluable aids to the pro- 
motion of our national purposes in the islands. General 
Bell supports his suggestion by reciting the experience 
of the Volunteer regiment which he commanded in the 
early yo of the Philippine insurrection. In that regi- 
ment, When it reached Manila, there were twelve young 
women, all of them wives of officers. When these officers 
were assigned to stations in outlying provinces General 
Bell urged their wives to accompany them. They did so, 
some of them going to distant towns where thev were al- 
most shut out from the world. In nearly every instance 
these brave, intelligent gentlewomen won the immediate 
friendship of the islanders, to whom their kindness, sym- 
pathy and gracious manner were a veritable revelation. 
The friendly relations thus established grew stronger day 
by day, and General Bell declares that when these Amer- 
ican women departed the natives, irrespective of sex or 
age, wept like children. ’ 

In view of this testimony General Bell’s suggestion that 
the wives of officers on duty in the islands be permitted 
to accompany their husbands should command the cor- 
dial approval of the Government. There is a mission 
for these women in the Philippines, a mission of concilia- 
tion and peace, of which they are the Lord’s chosen 
evangels. he Filipinos are both proud and impression- 
able, and the presence among them of the wives of our 
ofticers will serve as a constant appeal to the strongest 
traits of the native character. To dispe] the innate sus- 


-picion of the Filipinos and win their confidence, to ban- 
ish their hatred and gain their friendsu:p, to convince 
them that or perpers not to op but to elevate, to 
make them “that their interests and ours are 
identical and that their destiny lies along the lines of 
liberty and law under American sovereignty—these are 
the tasks which this nation has set for itses. in the is)- 
ands, and in performing them we have an irresistible force 
in the influence of American womanhood. The officer’s 
wife who goes to the Philippines with ner husband is a 
product and an exemplar of the same institutions which 
we seek to establish in the Archipelago, and we caanot 
doubt that her independence, intelligence, tact, gentleness 
and courage will aoa impress the Filipino women, 
through whose infiuence the durable work of pacification 
must be accomplished. The Government could well afford 
to provide such attractive quarters for officers on duty in 
the islands that their wives would insist upon joining 
them immediately. The money thus expended would be 
a profitaole investment in behalf of peace and progress. 
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NEW UNIFORM FOR ENGINEERS. 


As we stated last week the changes in the uniforms 
of Army engineer officers had not then been definitely de- 
cided upon in all their details. Since last week it has 
been decided, with the approval of the Secretary of War, 
that the cap for Engineer officers will not be shaped like 
that worn by line officers, but will exactly resemble in 
shape the newly-adopted cap worn by the aides on the 
staff of Lieut. General Miles, ornamented around the 
crown with two braids of half-inch gold lace set in a 
field of narrow alternating red and white bands of about 
an eighth of an inch. This cap has already received the 
approval of the Army, and is similar in shape to that 
worn by officers between 1841 and 1851 and very like the 
cap now worn by Russian Army officers. The top of the 
crown is of unstiffened cloth and projects in the front 
beyond the sides. It is hoped by General Miles and the 
officers on his staff that this cap will eventually supersede 
the cap now generally worn by officers of the Army. A 
radical change has also been authorized by the Secretary 
of War in the sword of officers of the Engineer Corps. 
The scabbard and blade of the new sword are exactly 
similar to those of the sword of the Field Artillery ex- 
cept that the two sword rings on the scabbard are lift- 
ed higher up in order that there will be no possibility 
of the weapon-reversing in case one of the rings becomes 
detached. he handle of the new sword, however, will be 
entirely different from anything now in use in the Army. 
It is a copy of the handle of the Italian sword. The grip 
is of horn, with four indentations for the fingers, and is 
protected by a curved guard of highly polished gold, con- 
sisiting of four pieces. It is very ornamental and wil’ 
undoubtedly meet most favorable comment.

AN UNGALLANT PERFORMANCE. 


While there may be some question as to the wisdom of 
the custom of awarding pensions to the widows of Presi- 
dents, the protest of certain Grand Army Posts of In- 
diana against voting pensions to Mrs. William McKinley 
and Mrs. Benjamin Harrison will strike broad-minded 
Americans as being distinctly ungallant. This protest is 
embodied in resolutions which read: We have been hu- 
miliated for years by special legislation giving greater 
pensions to officers and their widows than to the private 
soldier. It is wrong and against the theory of our Gov- 
ernment to favor a distinctive class. There are now biiis 
pending before Congress to pension Mrs. McKinley and 
Mrs. Harrison, and an outrageous bill to give ex-Presi- 
dents a pension of $25,000. Therefore, be it resolved, 
that this post will forever condemn those who vote for 
and encourage such legislation and hold them responsible 
for this aping at the traditions of effete monarchies and 
thereby insulting the intelligence and heroism ot the. sol- 
dier in the line who fought the battles and received mea- 
gre pay.” e . ; 

There is a discordant note in this utterance. How the 
soldier who fought in the line is insulted bv a proposition 
to give pensions to the widows of two such admirable ex- 
amples of the Volunteer soldier as William McKinley and 
Benjamin Harrison does not appear. There are more 
than 997,000 other pensioners on the rolls and they drew 
$139,572,231.98 out of the Treasury last year. If there 
is anything in our pension system which is inimical to 
American institutions it can hardly be in the custom of 
granting pensions to the widows of soldier Presidents. 
And if that custom had to be condemned the word might 
have come with better grace from some other source than 
the Grand Army. 








BRITISH AND AMERICANS IN CHINA. 
Brunswick, Ga., Feb. 3, 1902. 
To the Editor of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 
In your JourNaL of Feb. 1, page 538, is not Colonel 
Coolidge mistaken in his saying that the English and 


American forces in China fought shoulder to shoulder 
for the first time since the Revolution. How about the 
fighting in Samoa some few years ago? Also once before 
in Chinese waters “unofficially” during ae time. 





Colonel Coolidge’s reference was to American troops, 
who have never before fought shoulder to shoulder with 
British soldiers. In both instances cited by our cor- 
respondent American sailors were the participants, and 
in Tatnall’s time the part they took was rather that 
of moral support than of active co-operation. 
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EX-CAPTAIN CARTER’S ANSWER. 


Ex-Capt. Oberlin M. Carter’s answer in the civil pro- 
ceedings begun some months ago for the purpose of 
impounding certain property said to have been secreted 
by his relatives was filed Feb. 1 in the U. 8. Circuit 
Court, at Chicago. Other answers were filed by Stan- 
ton Carter and Lorenzo D. Carter, his brother wad 
uncle, who deny generally and in detail the charges 
ihat they have conspired to conceal the funds. The ex- 
captain explains his ownership of valuable bonds and 
real estate by stating that his only interest in these 
was received from his father-in-law, Robert F. West- 
cott. He charges his troubles to Capt. Cassius B. Gil- 
lette, U. S. A., who was his successor in the engineer- 
ing work around Savaunah. The Board of Inquiry 
was selected by Gen. John M. Wilson, whom he con- 
sidered hostile to him, and it consisted of three engineer 
officers, the majority of whom he also charges with 
prejudice. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


In the death of Dr. John T. Metcalfe at Thomasville, 
Ga., on Jan, 27, the science of medicine loses one of its 
foremost American masters who at one time was the 
acknowledged bead of his profession in the citv of Hew 
York. Dr. Metcalfe, whose father was a physician, was 
born in Natchez, Miss., in 1818. He was graduated from 
the United States Military Academv in 1838—his class- 
mates ineluding P. G. T. Beauregard, William F. Barry, 
Irvin McDowell, William J. Hardee, B. 58. Granger, 
Henry H. Sibley and Andrew J. Smith—and was promot- 
ed in the Army to second lieutenant of Artillerv July 1, 
1838, and to second lieutenant of ordnance July 9, 1839. 
Ile was in command of the Augusta Arsenal, Ga., in 1838 
and in command of Garey’s Ferry Ordnance Depot during 
the Florida War of 1838-9. He resigned from the Army 
May 31, 1840, graduated in medicine from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania in 1843 and completed his medical 
education in Paris, Vienna, Dublin and Edinburgh. He 
practised medicine near Natchez, Miss., for two years 
and in 1846 established himself in New York, where he 
became associated with various hospitals and other insti- 
tutions and Was soon an acknowledged leader in his 
profession. His active career covered a period of forty 
years, and during that time he not only attended to a very 
large private practice but wrote voluminously on medical 
science, served in official capacities in various hospitals 
aud lectured for many years at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, in which he was emeritus professor of 
clinical medicine. As a general practitioner his leader- 
ship was readily acknowledged by his contemporaries: as 
a clinical teacher and investigator he was unrivalled and 
as a lecturer he was wonderfully lucid and convincing. 
Dr. Metcalfe was one of the first American physicians to 
use the clinical thermometer and his instrument is now in 
the museum of the College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
Ile saw the first box of quinine that came to Natchez, 
Miss., when that drug cost fabulous sums, and he was at- 
tached to Bellevue pital during the great cholera 
year. In addition to his extraordinary professional at- 
tninments Dr. Metcalfe possessed a personality of singular 
force and charm. His wit was keen, delicate and irresis- 
table, hig memory was amazingly retentive and his learn- 
ing was-bread and thorough. Dr. Metcalfe was twice 
married, his first wife having been Miss Collis of New 
York, by whom he had seven children, but of these Capt. 
Ilenry Metcalfe, U. S. A., retired is the only survivor. 
llis second wife was Miss Whitlock, also of New York, 
who died in 1892. Only three of Dr. Metcalfe’s seven 
children reached adult life. There were «ctenry, Frank 
and a daughter, wife of Loyal Farragut. Dr. Metcalfe’s 
remains Were interred at Cold Spring, N. Y., where he 
had spent the summers with his son, Captain Metcalfe, 
for several years. 

Our Fort Riley, Kas., correspondent says: On Jan. 30 
there passed away at his home on West Ninth street, 
Junction City, Kas., Commissary Sergeant John Bu- 
chanan, U. 8S. A., retired, who has been known through- 
out the Army for many years by both the rank and file. 
The immediate cause of his death was heart disease. The 
interment took place at Fort Riley cemetery on Wednes- 
day afternoon, the entire garrison attending. Eight mem- 
bers of the non-commissioned staff were the pall-bearers, 
while the masonic order furnished eight honorary pall- 
bearers. Born in the County Cork, Ireland, Sergeant Bu- 
chanan came to New York in the early 50’s, and enlisted 
in 1858. He crossed the plains with his regiment, the 5th 
Inf., in the same year and was in the campaign against the 
Mormons in Utah, serving at Camp Flovd. under Gen. 
Albert Sydney Johnson. Immediately upon the outbreak 
of the Civil War his regiment, under the command of 
General Canby, was ordered to New Mexico, where it 
participated in the battle of Val Verde, where he was 
severely wounded. Shortly after, he was appointed ord- 
nance sergeant from sergeant major, and subsequently 
commissary sergeant, which position he held until retired 
at Rort Riley in 1890. The sergeant also served in many 
of the Indian campaigns in the West after the Civil War. 
After his retirement he accepted the position of exchange 
steward at Fort Riley, which he held until November 
of last year, when he moved to Junction City. Seven 
children survive him, all of whom are well to do in this 
world’s goods. Five of them were at the funeral, one 
coming from Dakota and one from Cuba. The deceased 
left considerable property.

The Senate has passed S. 1542 for the preserving and 
suitably marking for historical and professional military 
study the famous battlefields in Spottsylvania County, 
Va., known as Fredericksburg, Salem Church, Chan- 
cellorsville, the Wilderness, and Spottsylvania Court- 
House, all of them within a radius of eight miles, as the 
Fredericksburg and Adjacent National Battlefields Memo- 
rial Park. Also S. 1949, to authorize the Secretary 
of the Navy to appoint George H. Paul a warrant ma- 
chinist in the Navy. 

The Senate has passed S. 1111, to amend section 3,719, 
Revised Statutes, so that the Secretarv of the Navy may, 
in his discretion, accept, in lieu of the written guaranty 
required ta accompany a proposal for naval supplies, and 
in lieu of the bond required for the faithful performance 
of a contract for furnishing such supplies, a certified 
check, etc. Also bills granting pensions of $25 a month 
to the widow of Comdr. James Duncan Graham, U. 
S. N., and $20 to the widow of Henry C. Victor, late Ist 
Assistant Engineer, U. 8S. N. 

_The Senate has agreed to a resolution by Mr. Rawlins 
directing the Secretary of War to inform the Senate 
whether the Philippine Commission has passed and is 
enforcing a law to punish persons owing allegiance to the 
United States or the government of the Philippines who 
do not report any treason known to them, who utter sedi- 
tious speeches, conspire to promote rebellion, utter, 
publish or circulate scurrilous libels against the Govern- 
ment, join in forming a secret society or continue as 
members of one or advocate the independence of the Phil- 
iprine Islands or their separation from the United States. 

The Senate has agreed to a resolution by Mr. Hoar 
directing the Secretary of the Navy to send to the Sen- 
ate so much of the reports of Rear Admiral Rodgers and 
Rear Admiral Beardslee as relate to the unveiling of 
the monument to Commodore Perry in Japan.

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs have re- 
ported without amendment 8S. 305, providing for a 
monument to mark the site of the Fort Phil Kearny 
massacre. 

Mr. Cdchran has introduced in the Senate a resolution 
providing for an invitation to Hon. Paul Kruger, Presi- 
dent of the South African Republic, to visit the United 
States as a guest of the country.

President $100,000 annually, of the Vice- 
President $25,000, and of the Secretary of the Presi- 
dent $10,000, and of the members of the Cabinet $15,000 
each. Members of Congress are to receive $10,000 for 
each session, the Chief Justice of the United States 
$20,000 a year, and the associate justices of the Su- 

reme Court $17,500 each. If the bill shou!d pass 
its provisions for the President, Vice-President and 
Senators are to take effect March 4, 1905, but those 
for Representatives in December, 1903. The last time 
Congress undertook to raise Congressional salaries they 
antedated the payment of the increased salaries at 
which there was such an outcry all over the country 
over what was known as the “salary grab” that many 
weak-kneed members sought a covert from the storm 
by ostentatiously returning their back pay to the Treas- 
ury and then drawing it three or four years later 
when the storm was over. 

If the House bill for the construction by the Gov- 
ernment of a telegraph cable from California to the 
Philippines, is passed, the rate will be 25 cents a word 
to Hawaii and 50 cents to Manila.

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SENATE PASSES DEFICIENCY BILL. 


The Senate on Feb. 5 passed the Urgent Deficiency bill, 
including the much-débated item of $500,000 for the 
establishment of a military post and the construction 
of barracks at Manila. The following amendments 


which were agreed to during the consideration of the bill 
on Feb. 4 and with-it were added to the bill as 
passed by the House, on recommendation of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations: $10,000 for Army 
shooting galleries and ranges; $208,819.67 for reim- 
bursement of Philippine insular funds for gunboats, etc., 
iurned over to the Navy: for the Naval Bureau of Equip- 
ment $800,000 for purchase of coal and $450,0uv for 
equipment of vessels; $6,300 for the Marine Corps. As 
to the item for reimbursement of the Philippine insular 
funds the Secretary of the Navy says that the money 
expended for the property mentioned is needed in the 
Philippine Islands at present, and as the Secre of 
War has asked that settlement be made at an earlv date, 
it is requested that the sum asked for, when appropria- 
ted, be made immediately available. The amount is 
based on the report of a board of which Comdr. D. D. V. 
Stuart, Lieut..J. J. Knapp and Lieut. B. C. Bryan, 
U. S. N., were the members, and is for fifteen gunboats, 
. transport and a launch. 

Another item among those agreed to and finally passed 
was one of $3,000 for protection, preservation and repair 
of fortifications for which there may be no special ap- 
propriation available. 
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MILITIA RETURNS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives an abstract of the 
returns of the adjutants general of the several States 
of the militia thereof for the year 1901. According to 
these returns the number of men in the States and Ter- 
ritories who are eligible for military duty, but unor- 
vanized, is 10,845,268. The organized strength of the 
wilitia is 115,749, divided as follows:

REPORT ON THE WIRE-WOUND GUN. 


The following letter was addressed to Hon. Joseph R. 
Hawley, Senate Committee on Military Affairs, by Sec- 
retary Root Feb. 3, 1902: 

“Sir—Having referred to previous correspondence upon 
this subject, I now have the honor to send herewith a 
statement of Major G. N. Whistler, of the Artillery 
Corps, which bears directly upon the question of the tests 
of the Brown segmental wire gun, which is self-ex- 
planatory, - deserves 3 — consideration of your 
committee.

The statement enclosed was submitted by Major Whis- 
tler on Jan. 31, in compliance with the directions of 
the Secretary. In it Major Whistler states that as the 
test of the 5-inch gun was completed and the gun dis- 
mantled in August, 1894, he accompanies _the mt 
statement with copies of reports furnished in 1 and 
1893, when the matter was still fresh in his recollection. 
The general purport of Major Whistler’s letter is to the 
effect that the tests of the wire-wound gun conducted b

One of the staves was broken, probably by 
shock of one of the extreme pressures, yet the gun 
not been disabled, and had the liner not cracked the test 
would probably have been completed. to the 
liner was due to an error of mine in not considering the 
terrible scoring effect of smokeless es in computing 
the thickness thereof, a fact which was known at the 
time. The result showed that the system had great en- 
durance, although the gun itself failed to stand the test. 
I believed and stated before the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications that the endurance of the system had been 
sufficiently demonstrated to warrant the Government in 
constructing a 10-inch gun in order to further test the 
system. 

“The only expression of an opinion by the Ordnance 
Board was in the report of Sept. 3, 1894, which General 
Crozier did not sign, as follows: 

“The Board is also of the opinion that no information 
could be obtained by a further test of this gun of suf- 
ficient importance to justify the expense required to put 
it in serviceable condition. 

“The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications had al- 
ready stated that it did not consider the test of so small 
a gun as demonstrating the value of the system; that 
they would authorize the construction of a 10 inch gun, 
if no fundamental fault was developed during the test. 
While the gun had failed in consequence of an error in 
computation as to the proper thickness of liner, the 
strength of the system had been completely demon- 
strated. The opinion of the Board that it would be a 
useless expense to reassemble the gun, was undoubtedly 
correct. he strength of the system had been proven 
and no further information could be obtained by the test 
of so small a gun.”

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LIEUT. JAMES F. HOWELL, A. C. 


The sentence of dismissal from the Army of Lieut. 
James F. Howell of the Artillery Corps for drunkenness 
while on duty in the Philippines was this week mitigated 
by the Secretary of War to restoration to duty without 
loss of numbers or pay. This case has long been pending 
before the War Department, and it has been a foregone 
conclusion that Lieutenant Howell would receive a much 
lighter sentence than that awarded by the court-martial, 
the Secretary of War being of the opinion that he did 
not deserve the severe sentence recommended by the court. 
The Secretary made the following interesting comment on 
this case: 


“Feb. 2, 1902. This officer has been tried and convicted 
under the 38th Article of War, which provides that ‘any 
officer who is found drunk on his guard, party or other 
duty, shall be dismissed from the Service.’ ” 

“The severity of the punishment reterred by this stat- 
ute indicates an intention to describe a crime of the 
most serious character. If this were a case of first im- 
pression on the construction of the statute I should feel 
obliged to say that the evidence dves not establish the 
offence described. There has been, however, a long 
course of construction through which it has come to be 
generally held that the drunkennesses need not be such 
as to totally incapacitate the party for the out. but 
that it is sufficient. if it be such as to materially impair 
the full and free use of his mental or physical abilities. 
lt may be that the defendant's mental and physical abil- 
ities were to some d impaired, and that in the sense 
thus given to the statute we come within its terms. It is 
plain, however, that he barely comes within them, and 
to a very slight degree, and while I do not feel justified 
in recommending a disapproval of the findings of the 
court, justice plainly requires that the sentence imposed 
should be commuted and so mitigated in severity as to 
correspond to the slight degree of culpability of the ac- 
cused. I think the punishment already suffered by the de- 
fendant is fully commensurate with his real offence.”

OPPOSING GENERAL CROZIER. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its meet- 
ing on Feb. 6 considered the arguments presented for and 
against the confirmation of Brig. Gen. William Crozier to 
be Chief of Ordnance, but no action has yet been taken. 
Mr. Stickney, the representative of the Trustees of the 
Brown Wire Tube Gun Co., submitted in writing the 
statements he made orally before the Committee some 
time ago and also presented in writing his arguments 
against General Crozier’s confirmation. These two pa- 
pers have been forwarded by the Committee to General 
Crozier for remark. Mr. Stickney holds that General 
Crozier has virtually admitted the truth of all the charges 
which he, Stickney, made in his letter of Jan. 8 in op- 
position to the General’s confirmation. Mr. Stickney 
also contends that his remarks concerning an officer's use 
of his brains in inventing have been misapprehended by 
the Secretary of War. “What I objected to,” says Mr. 
Stickney, “was the ~ ee of an ordnance officer 
to a post where he had a right to sit as a judge of his 
own inventions and also of the inventions of his rivals 
in the same field.” To Secretary Root’s statement that 
his careful investigation in January, 1901, had satisfied 
him that it was his duty to cancel a contract which the 
Government had awa for twenty-five 5-inch and 
twenty-five 6-inch rapid-fire ns of the Brown eee 
mental wire-tube , Mr. Stickney declares that t 
investigation must have been wholly ex parte, as neither 
he, Stickney, nor his principals had any wiledge of the 
same. Mr. Stickney states that be receiving a letter 
on Jan. 18, 1901, from the Chief of Ordnance —— 
to annul the contract in question, his principals appea 
to the Secretary of War who allowed them sev 
hearings, and who finally, on July 12, 1901, gave an oral 
promise to allow the Trustees a full hearing after his re- 
turn from visiting several Army stations. On Oct. 9, 
1901, the Trustees again appea to the Secretary of 
War, Mr. Stickney says, and on Oct. 1901, the Secre-

HEALTH OF TROOPS IN THE PHILLIPINES.

A., a te 
port covering the month ending Dec. 15. .901. which 
shows a marked decrease in the percentage of 5° 
among the United States troops in the islands, This 
crease, says Colonel Pope, may be considered 
favorable in view of the long continuance of the rainy 
season and the active military operations in Samar and 
Batangas. The total number of deaths is seventy- 
seven, the same number as the previous month.

THE SAMAR MASSACRE. 
G. O. 32, 9TH INF., CALBAYOG, SAMAR, P. I., OCT. 11, 


A calamity as unprovoked as unexpected has happened 
to the regiment in its loss at Balangiga, Samar, 

on the 28th ultimo, of a majority of those present of 
Company C, details of which are only just at hand in 
the official report. 

It would appear that while the company was at break- 
fast the occasion arose, knowing which the town rabble 
took advantage of o yoy? and the bloody and wan- 
ton destruction of life too eas' ily followed. 

The names of those assassinated by the oon mob, 
led by men at whose hands their confiding victims were 
entitled to receive a naturally human return in exchange 
for kindly and considerate treatment, are as follows. 
(We omit the names which have all heretofore been pub- 
lished in the Army and Navy Journal.— 

Of the enlisted men, almost all had been with the com- 
pany during the campaign in Luzon and in China. Ser- 
geant Scharer, Corporal Peters, and Private Porczeng 
were of still longer service, and had participated in the 
campaign against Santiago de Cuba. Sergeant Scharer 
was wounded at Tientsin. Private Christian 8S. Williams 
was one of the crew of the U. 8. S. Olympia in the mem- 
orable battle of Manila Bay. 
aa usual badge of mourning will be worn for thirty 
days. 

We may turn from the profound sorrow which is our 
lot to bear with those in former homes of our dead to 
the happy and enlivening contemplation of the valor and 
heroism displayed by the few remaining members of the 
company, but the most graphic pen and vivid descrip- 
tion are wanting to rightly portray the brave, heroic 
and successful efforts of the little band of survivors 
who, paving fought off the foe, one. portion held it at 
bay while the other examined and made sure of our dead 
being actually so, succored the wounded, carrying them 
off the field to the one possible point in the direction 
of safety—the river bank; and calmly lowering from its 
staff and bringing away their r flag. 

The embarking of the little party in five barotas for 
Basey, Samar, twenty-five miles away, the day and 
night ride, the foundering of one boat; the separation 
and misfortunes to others, entailing further losses of 
life; the arrival of two of the boats at Basey at four 
o’clock on the morning of the 29th, with twenty-five then 
living men, twenty-two of whom were wounded, and two 
bodies of men who died en route, and yet still further 
mortality, all conspire to make continuous most strange 
and eventful history. 

Survivors of Company C, your splendidly courageous, 
defensive and aggressive warfare at Balangiga has gone 
into history as a rare achievement. Your regiment is 
proud of you. To you, and to those who fought with you 
and fell, the Army is indebted for a superb demonstration 
of what the will and bravery of a few determined men 
may accomplish under most unequal and unfavorable 
conditions.

GOVERNOR TAFT’S OPINION. 


Judge William H. Taft, Civil Governor of the Philip- 
pines, appeared before the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines on Jan. 31 and began a statement as to 
conditions in those islands which he has not yet com- 
pleted. Thus far Gov. Taft has devoted himself large- 
ly to an account of his tour of the islands, which took 
fifty-five days. In the islands there are between 900 
and 1,000 towns—255 of which were garrisoned at that 
time—and in about half of the whole number there are 





studying English number fuliy 10,000, With educa- 
tion the Filipinos, in Gov, Taft's opinion, might know 
how to govern themselves after the lapse of one or two 
generations, 

Gov. Taft speaks in high terms of the work of the 
Army in the islands.

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A PARALLEL AND A LESSON. 

The hostile disposition toward military men and 
military methods, which has always prevailed 
in the American Congress to a greater or lesser extent, 1s 
well illustrated in remarks found in the Journal of Wil- 
liam Maclay, Senator from the State of Pennsylvania 
from 1789-1791. Under date of March 31, 1790, Mr. Mac- 
lay says: “This bill seems to be laying the foundation of 
a standing Army. The justifiable reasons for using force 
seem to be the enforcing of laws, quelling insurrections, 
and repelling invasions. The Constitution directs all 
these to be done by Militia. Should the United States, 
unfortunately, be involved in war, an Army fer the an- 
noyance of an enemy in their own country (as the 
inost effective mode of keeping the calamity at a dis- 
tance and enforcing an adversary to terms) will be 
uecessary. This seems the meaning of the Constitution 
and that no troops should be kept up in peace. This 
bill certainly aims at ditferent objects. The first error 
seems to have been the appointing of a Seereiary of 
War when we were at peace, and now We must find 
troops lest his office should run out of employment.” 

The same Quaker spirit of hostility to fighting men 
manifested itself in the Senator froim Pennsylvania 
when the question of a Navy was before Congress. 
February 1, 1791, we find this entry in Maclay’s diary: 
“This day I had much to say against the report of a 
committee which wants to declare war against the Al- 
gerines. It is not suspicion that the designs of the 
court are to have a fleet and Army. The Indian War is 
forced forward to justify our having a standing Army, 
and eleven unfortunate men, now in slavery in Algiers, 
is the pretext for fitting out a fleet to go to war with 
them. While fourteen of these captives were alive, the 
barbarians asked about thirty-five thousand dollars for 
them: but it is urged that we should expend half a 
million dollars rather than redeem these unhappy men. 
I vociferated against the measure, and, I suppose, of- 
fended my collengue. This thing of a fleet has been 
working among our members all -the session. I have 
heard it break out often. * * With these two engines 
(the Army and the Navy) and the collateral aid derived 
from a host of revenue officers, farewell freedom in 
Ameren.” 

Freedom appears to have thriven after a fusaion in 
America in spite’of the forebodings of Maclay and his 
school, expressed in dismal philippics, in Congress and 
on the stump. How different would have been the his- 
tory of the country if their voices could have prevailed! 
One of our annual appropriations would still have been 
an allotment for the purchase of American citizens held 
in subjection in the Barbary states, if indeed the argu- 
ment had not been carried so far as to leave them to 
rot in their dungeons rather than to spend public money 
for their relense. The same disposition to “scuttle,” 
as that shown in Congress in 1792 with reference to the 
Algerines, is now illustrated in that body in regard to our 
action toward the Philippines, but we do not. believe 
that it will prevail now any more than it did in the time 
of Senator Maclay. Whatever the difficulties we may 
have to contend with they will be met honorably and 
squarely. A people who bore the four years’ burden 
of the Civil War, when they were assailed not only by 

“an enemy in front, but in the rear by the same class of 

weak-kneed critics as those now filling the air with 
their outcries, will not lay down any task in an igno- 
minious way because it is a difficult one, 

A graphic representation of our losses in the Philip- 
pines has recently been published by the Anti-Im- 
perialist League to impress the imaginations of those 
unfamiliar with war. ‘The total given is 745 killed and 
wounded in the thirteen months from May, 1900, to 
June, 30, 1901. It is lamentable that there should be 
even this loss, but it is only about four one-thou- 
sandths of one per cent. (.004) of the losses during our 
Civil War in a single year, which were 178,954 killed and 
wounded. Graphically presented, the relation between 
the two is the same as that between a single line of type 
in this article and the number of lines in four-fifths of 

. this page. In the year from April 8, 1864, to April 6, 

_ 1865, the average number killed and wounded in the 
Union Armies in a single day was 490. Comparing our 
present population with that of the Northern States in 
184-5, we find that the percentages of loss was nearly 
1,000 times as great then as it is now. The difference of 
the pecuniary burden upon which such stress as now laid 
and that of 1864-5 is in similar proportion. 

What our duty was then we did in spite of the im- 
mense burden of national and individual suffering and 
loss. What our duty is now, we will do, but this ques- 
tion of duty and right is not to be determined by eco- 
nomic considerations. 

Senator Maclay opposed the war with the Algerines 
because it was cheaper to buy the Christians in cap- 
tivity in Algiers, but what a contemptible position we 
should now be in had the reasoning of the Maclays pre- 
vailed in 1792! Is it any sounder or more worthy of 

* pespect now than it was then? 

‘Our’ population which bore.the burden of war thirty- 
eight years ago was less than twenty millions, omit- 
ting the Confederate States; it is now nearly four times 


as great. The casualties in one year, 1864-5, were 
two hundred and forty times as great as those 
in the - Philippines in thirteen months. Multiply- 
ing this by four we have 960, which shows the relative 
loss, as compared with population, in the two periods. 
In 1865 we expended on our Army $1,030,090,490. The 
expenditures in the last fiscal year, 1900-1901, was 
$144,615,697.

NEED OF MORE NAVY OFFICERS. 

Owing to the great lack of junior officers in the Navy 
available for sea duty the proposition to graduate the 
senior class at Annapolis in either March or April is 
being seriously considered. The chances are that such 
action will be taken. As we have repeatedly stated, the 
Bureau of Navigation is in a quandary as to what it can 
do to send officers of watch and division rank to the ships 
in commission or which should be placed in commission 
within the next few months. A cablegram has this week 
heen received from Rear Admiral Remey, commanding the 
Asiatic Station, in which it is stated that by April 1, 
1902, fifty line officers, ten medical officers, two pay 
officers, twenty-two marine officers and ten warrant offi- 
cers now on the As‘atic Station and not counting those 
officers who have already been designated to come home 
on the Brooklyn and Manila, will be entitled to relief 
from further duty abroad and, in fact, from further sea 
duty. There are no officers available to take their places. 

The Navy Department has been forced to relieve offi- 
cers from very important inspection work and send them 
to sea; there are practically no officers to carry on the 
recruiting for the Navy unless they be taken from vessels 
in commission, and at one of the most important electrical 
supplies factories one officer is given the whole duty 
of inspecting over half a million dollars’ worth of material 
being manufactured for the Navy. The Olympia, San 
Francisco and Cincinnati have only part of their regular 
complements of commissioned officers and the Independ- 
ence has only one commissioned officer besides its com- 
manding officer and executive, and the Department has 
decided to relieve him to take charge of the new recruiting 
territory which is to be established in the northwest sec- 
tion of this country. It is impossible to put into commis- 
sion any of the new torpedo boats and, unless Congress 
affords some relief to the personnel, the new vessels 
that will be completed within a year will not be placed 
in commission. Every day officers on duty on the Asiatic 
Station are being reported sick and ordered to the hos- 
pitals. The only possible relief at this time to the most 
serious state of affairs is the contemplated action of the 
Department in graduating the class at Annapolis in the 
spring. If such action is taken it is the intention to 
order practically all of the cadets to the Asiatic Station. 
Congress should act. 








TREASURY MADE LAW. 


The persistent. determination of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to make law, even when in so doing it must override 
the decisions of the U. S. Supreme Court, is shown by 
the report of the Committee on War Claims on the bill, 
H. R. 6648, to authorize the readjustment of Army offi- 
cers in certain cases. The report says: 

“Notwithstanding express declarations of Congress, 
the accounting officers of the Treasury, in settling the ac- 
counts of Army officers, held: 

“First—That an officer on the retired list was not en- 
titled to longevity pay. 

“Second—That no officer was entitled to credit in com- 
puting his longevity time for services as a Volunteer offi- 
cer. 

“Third—That no officer was entitled to creait for the 
time he served as an enlisted man, 

“Fourth—That no efficer was entitled to credit in such 
computation for his time as a cadet in the Military Acad- 
emy at West Point. 

“These several rulings have been held to be erroneous 
by the Court of Claims and the Supreme Court.” 

After referring to the decisions of the U. 8. Supreme 
Court in the cases of Tyler vs. United States, Morton 
vs. United States, and Watson vs. United States, the 
report continues: 

“After these various decisions had been made, Army offi- 
cers whose accounts had been settled at the Treasury 
without giving them proper credits applied for a reopen- 
ing and settlement in accordance with the decisions of the 
courts, but the Second Comptroller refused, except in the 
cases of Generals Grant, Rosecrans aad Kilpatrick, not- 
withstanding the fact that the Second Auditor certified to 
the Comptroller for allowance all cases of like character. 
Measures have been introduced in Congress at various 
times for the relief of officers whose cases were settled up- 
on an erroneous construction of law. By special act of 
Feb. 19, 1897 (29 Stat., 809), the case of Capt. James 
Stewart was referred to the Court of Claims for adjudica- 
tion. Stewart served in the Army as an enlisted man from 
Oct. 29, 1851, to Nov. 22, 1861, and subsequently as an 
officer, his service being ,continuous. Under the various 
acts of Congress and decisions of the courts heretofore re- 
ferred to, he claimed credit for his service as an enlisted 
man in computing his longevity time and pay, which had 
been denied by the accounting officers. Feb. 23, 1899, the 
Court of Claims rendered judgment in his favor, allowing 
him such credit. . (Case not reported.)” 

Various bills giving the officers concerned the relief to 
which they are entitled have been introduced and report- 
ed favorably upon, and one of them passed the Senate 
July 7,.1898, but failed in the House for want of time, 
though favorably reported upon. As Paymaster General 


Bates stated in a communication to Congress: “The off- 
cers of the Treasury have no more right to deny this pay 
to the claimants than any other moneys due them. 
is certainly an arbitrary ruling maintained by force.” 

In reporting favorably upon the present bill the House 
Committee says: “In order to avoid the delay of 
bills in individual cases and the work of the commit- 
tee incident thereto, the present bill is made general in its 
application, and the action of the Court of Claims sought, 
in order that impartial justice may be done all officers of 
the Army under the laws now on the statute books and 
their interpretation by the courts.” 

The least the Treasury Department cousu do would be 
to join in urging the passage of this just bill instead of 
adhering to its arbitrary and unjust rulings which dem- 
onstrate the ignorance and incapacity to interpret law 
from which executive officers so frequently suffer. 


EXTENDING OUR BOUNDARIES. 


In the “Nineteenth Century and After” for January, 
Edwin C. Burgis advocates a new ocean route to Can- 
ada, making Sydney, C. B., which is open to navigation 
the year round, the port of call. From Liverpool to 
New York is 3,055 knots, to Sidney, 2,282, a saving of 
773 knots, or thirty-five hours steaming. The vessel 
destined for Sidney can steam at full speed nearly up to 
her wharf, instead of having to slow down as a steamer 
must in entering New York harbor, and passengers can 
be transferred from the steamer direct to the cars at the 
wharf. It is estimated that 24 hours can be saved in the 
transit to Montreal by this route over the joyrney by way 
to New York. 

But the chief significance of Mr. Burgis’s article 
is in its frank statement of the disadvantages of the 
present Canadian route by way of the Straits of Belle 
Isle and the St. Lawrence. The approach to Rimonski, 
the present port of call, 500 miles up the St. Lawrence, 
is probably one of the most dangerous in the world. The 
icebergs in the Stra‘ts are so numerous as to often de- 
lay the mail boats from 24 to 26 hours, and the pas- 
sage up the St. Lawrence is through a fog which prevails 
there for at least one-third the time of navigation, which 
is along the banks of a dangerous river full of trouble- 
some currents. 

The best escape for Canada from her various diffi- 
culties is through annexation to the United States, 
and (happy thought) perhaps England will accept the 
Philippines as an equivalent for her hyperborean prov- 
inces. After due probation the Canadians ought to make 
excellent citizens of the Republic and we wont send them 
to Seuth Africa to fight rebellious Dutchmen. The most 
we shall ask of them is to vote the straight ticket every 
time and to substitute “the Star Spangled Banner” for 
“God Save the King.” Even the British National Hymn 
wili be permitted to them on special occasion, such as 
meclings of the Society of St. George and the visit of 
zn English prince. The Canadians are really excel- 
leuc fellows and would be much happier under the aegis 
o* the American flag if they only knew it. No disre- 
spect to Aguinaldo and his followers is intended by the 
suggestion here made. If it is acted upon, it may make 
the Filipinos sorry that they left us and fill the Canadians 
with corresponding joy that they have found entrance 
into our happy home. 

Now that we have Porto Rico, with Cuba under our 
guardianship, and are to have the Danish Islands, per- 
haps we can persuade England to throw in her West 
Indian possessions by way of boot and thus establish a 
foundation for enduring peace between Great Britain 
and the United States. The Philippines will probably 
be worth more to England than they ever will be to us, 
and Canada and the British West Indies are of little 
value now to the home country, except as a menace to the 
United States, and a possible source of future differences 
between two countries which should be ever at peace, 
but which can only establish peace upon enduring foun- 
dations by considering the material interests of one an- 
other. Now that we have an equivalent to offer let us 
make a trade for British possessions within the purview 
ef the Monroe Doctrine. No nation is content until it 
has reached the compass of its natural boundaries, and 
our natural boundaries are the Atlantic, Pacific and 
Arctic Seas and the northern coast of the South Ameri- 
can continent. The proposition to buy the Panama Isth- 
mus presented in the North American Review for Feb- 
ruary by F. C. Penfeld is in line with this argument. 
In support of this proposition Mr. Penfield says: 

“The people of Panama have no affection for their 
home Government, and would acclaim the coming of 
American authority. A plebiscite would be practically 
unanimous. More than once petitions have been cir- 
enlated on the isthmus memorializing the Washington 
authorities to annex the region, while for years it has 
beep the habit of isthmian families to shun the name 
of Colombians, preferring to be called “Panamaans.” 
It is twelve days’ journey from Bogota, the seat of Gov- 
e:nment, to Panama. Remoteness from the capital may 
furrish a reason for the popular belief throughout the 
State that it is poorly governed, that its destinies are 
controlled by men who have no sympathy with the Ian- 
ama people, and who grind from them, under the guise 
of taxes, all the reward coming from their various indus- 
ties, agriculture, mines, and fisheries. The fact that 
err Government is pledged by treaty to preserve order 
eu the isthmus, and recently sent armed forces there, 
should greatlv assist a movement at this time looking to 
the cwuership of Panama by the United States. Could 
any oue object to the transference of Panama to this 
governmeut? No one. Would not every government in 
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the list of mations indorse a movement which would 
give to “the ikthnus an administration that would se- 
cure property and life and equal rights to every dweller 
there and. to every user of the canal? It wenld, certain- 
ly. . Prom mo source came a note of disapproval over 
our reported negotations for the Danish West Indies.” 





NAVY AND ARMY PAY. 


In the course of his statement to the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs during the hearing on the 
Naval Appropriation Bill, Admiral Keuny pointed out 
one feature of the pay system in which the Navy is 
distinctly more liberal thap the Army. The Navy De- 
partment, he explained, always pays its men in the 
currency that is used at the place where it is needed. 
inasmuch as the payment, if made in United States 
currency, ‘would act as a hardship on the men by com- 
pelling them, in the Philippines for example, to stand 
the shave involved in having it exchanged for Mexican 
dollars. The War Department, on the other hand, 
pays its men in United States currency, thus obliging 
them to pay all charges for having it exchanged in” 
the currency of other countries. This injustice would 
be corrected, Admiral Kenny says, and without ex- 
pense to the Government, by establishing a sub-Treas- 
ury in the Philippines at which pay officers could obtain 
money of required varieties without having to pay ex- 
change. The disadvantage under which the Army is 
laboring in this matter is due of course to the fact that 
since the Mexican War the Army has undertaken no 
operations in foreign territory until within the last 
four years, while some of the ships of the Navy are al- 
ways in foreign ports where the pay of their men has 
to be converted into the money of the countries where 
they happen to be, and it is only fair that the cost of 
these exchanges should be charged to the Government. 
But now that the Army is and will be for a long time 
engaged im territory where other currencies than our 
own are standard, simple justice requires that its men 
shall be granted an equal advantage with those of the 
Navy in the matter of exchange. Admiral Kenny 
states that during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1901, 
the fiscal agents of the Navy Department received in 
commissions about $21,000 more than they paid in 
interest on daily balances belonging to the Government, 
and that the discount on bills of exchange sold by pay 
officers on ships of the Navy during the same year--- 
most of the bills having been drawn in China and the 
Philippines—amounted to $94,874.99. The trouble, as Ad- 
miral Kenny makes clear, is that the banking transac- 
tions of the Government in the East are all entrusted 
to foreign corporations, and it will continue until we 
have these established financial institutions of our own. 
The situation will doubtless be considerably improved 
by the great international bank which American capi- 
talists are about to open in Hong Kong, but it must be 
admitted that Admiral Kenny’s statement offers a strong 
plea in favor of establishing a sub-Treasury at Manila.

One of the most important questions now before naval 
engineers, and one regarding which little has been pub- 
lished, relates to the probable indirect effect upon a war- 
ship by the repeated striking of 8-inch or larger projectiles 
upon the armor belt of the vessel. It is held by many 
of the most experienced officers connected with the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering of the Navy Department 
that this, at the present time, is of far more importance 
to the Navy than the consideration of the other features 
of armor plate versus projectile. Up to the present it has 
been impossible to get a satisfactory shell which will 
pass through armor plate of the thickness used on mod- 
erm vessels and explode on the other side. It is held, 
however, by many experienced officers that the shock of 
projectiles striking the side of a vessel, even if they do 
not penetrate the armor, may be sufficient to sink the 
ship or put it out of action, by throwing out of gear some 
of the hundreds of separate steam cylinders, scores of 
bearings of various sorts and thouands of bolts on which 
the efficiency of a modern vessel of war depends. There 
is no question but that the impact of a projectile upon 
the side of a ship will have an effect much beyond the 
damage done in the immediate vicinity of the point of 
impact, as is shown by the common phenomenon of an 
object falling in one room as the result of a blow struck 
in another room. This important matter is receiving the 
closest attention from our naval experts at the Navy De- 
partment and is giving the naval engineers more concern 
than the consideration of the direct damage that would 
be inflicted by shells. Armor is now of such strength 
that it can withstand projectiles fired from any gun, 
but what will be the extent of the indirect damage in- 
flicted by such shells? This is a question to be deter- 
mined.

Our eomments of last week on the case of Lieut. 
Preston Brown were based upon statements coming from 
Washington, which were no doubt influenced by repre- 
sentations made by the friends of the accused, who 
is an officer of excellent reputation and who was a grad- 
uate of Yale University and the law department of the 
University of Virginia before he entered the Army in 
1894, It should be remembered, however, that the judg- 
ment passed in this case was that of thirteen old and 
tried officers, before whom all of the facts were presented, 
and who considered them without prejudice or passion. 
Our remarks were prompted by the suggestion that the 
case ‘was analogous to that of Lieutenant Sweet, pun- 
ished by the civil authorities, which was commented 
upon in the same article. We now learn that the charge 
against Lieutenant Brown originated with an Army offi- 
eer, that it was investigated by the Department Inspec- 
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authorities had nothing whatever to do with the matter, 
either before or after the trial was ordered. The case, as 
we learn, and as it is right that we should assume, was 
tried on its merits. So far from there being any preju- 
dice against the accused, the court was favorably im- 
pressed with his personal appearance and wis good repu- 
tation. The reports published concerning the testimony 
introduced have been misleading. There was no claim 
before the court that the native was shot because of his 
refusal to obey an order from Lieutenant Brown to save 
one of his men from drowning, but because he was try- 
ing to escape after capture. An officer of experience 
learns to distinguish between his personal feeling and 
his official duty, and does not permit himself to be in- 
fluenced in his action in such a case as this by anything 
except the strict requirements of necessity. Whether this 
was the fact in this instance was a matter for determina- 
tion by the court. It is very essential that young men 
exercising military authority should be taught to make 
this distinction. The killing of an enemy for any other 
cause except that a cool judgment decides that such 
action is imperative, is as much murder as. if the act 
was one of personal revenge. The position of an officer 
in such a case is precisely that of a judge when he puts 
on the black cap and passes sentence of death upon a man 
for whom personally he had only the warmest and most 
sympathetic feeling. It is possible that a failure to rec- 
ognize this distinction between judicial and personal 
hostility may be responsible for such acts as have given 
occasion for the charges of unnecessary severity brought 
against our troops in the Philippines. 


Rear Admiral Bowles, Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, was given a hearing by the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs Feb. 4, which he devoted entirely 
to a discussion of the advisability of building vessels for 
the Navy at Government yards. Admiral Bowles favors 
the construction at Government yards of very small ves- 
sels, although at a greater expense to the Government, in 
order that the yards may be kept fitted with appliances 
necessary to the keeping of all vessels in repair. He does 
not look with favor upon the construction at Government 
yards of any of the vessels of the larger types. Only 
very small cruisers and gunboats could, he thinks, be ad- 
vantageously built at Government yards. In support of 
his contention that it would cost the Government far 
more to build vessels at Navy Yards Admiral Bowles quot- 
ed statistics showing that the employees of the Govern- 
ment receive 40 per cent. higher wages than those at pri- 
vate yards and that they are given seven holidays and 
fifteen days’ leave of absence not allowed employees of 
private shipbuilding concerns. As a result, the Admiral 
stated, each year costs the Government an immense amount 
of money, and he recommended that either the holidays 
aud leave be discontinued or that the yards be entirely 
shut down for fifteen days in January so that all the 
men would take their leave at the same time. He said 
that it would cost the Government $180,000 to put the 
New York Navy Yard in order to build ships, and also 
called attention to the fact that material and supplies 
could not be obtained by the Government ag cheaply as 
by private concerns, 





The Board of Army Genera] Officers appointed to deter- 
mine all questions pertaining to Army posts and to 
select two camp sites for the annual maneuvers of the 
National Guard and the Army, completed its work on 
Feb. 4, and will immediately make a report to the Sec- 
retary of War. Pending the receipt by the Secretary of 
this report the Board will not make public anything con- 
nected with its work, but it is positively stated at the 
War Department that there is no important difference of 
opinion among its members as to matters of general policy 
relative to the location of Army posts. The reports that 
have been circulated this week to the effect that Lieut. 
General Miles would make a minority report pro- 
testing against the location of Army posts in the vicinity 
of large cities on the ground that they would interfere 
with organized labor are characterized at the War De- 
partment as idle canards. We learn that General Miles 
did not make any such recommendation to the President 
or to the Secretary of War, and that, in fact, that ques- 
tion was not even considered by the Board. As an exam- 
ple of the ridiculousness of the report it is only necessary 
to call attention to the repeated recommendation made 
by General Miles for several years that a large force of 
light artillery and imfantry be stationed on the north 
bank of the Potomac in the near vicinity of Washing- 
ton, and his suggestion that soldiers be kept in proximity 
to such cities as Chicago to maintain order in case of 
strikes. The Board recommend that no cavalry regi- 
ments be located near large cities, not because of organized 
labor, but because cavalry is more needed in Indian coun- 
tries. Infantry and artillery will be stationed near cities.

In reply to a communication from the Netherlands 
Government to Great Britain offering the services of Hol- 
land as an intermediary for negotiations looking to the 
termination of the war in South Africa, the British Min- 
ister Of Foreign Affairs, Lord Lansdowne, has announced 
specifically that “it is not the intention of the British 
Government to accept the intervention of any foreign 
power in South Africa.” It must be admitted that Eng- 
land has taken a position which is at once consistent and 
unassailable. It is not improbable that the British note, 
which is thoroughly admirable in temper and frankness, 
may really help to hasten the close of the South African 





Secretary of War as the first commandant of the newly- 
created Army War College at Washington Barracks, D. 
C., is an excellent one and General Young’s assignment is 
regarded with favor throughout the Army, as his capabil- 
ities for the position are well known. At present he is in 
Washington where he has been on duty as a member of 
the board of general officers appointed to determine Army 
camp sites and settle all matters pertaining to 
posts. The corps of instructors for the college 
yet been settled upon. Brig. Gen. Franklin 
be Commandant of the Service and Staf 
be located at Fort Leavenworth. General Bell 
so be a member of the War College Board, which 
further consist of four officers, yet to be selected 
the Army at large, and of General Gillespie, Chief of 
Engineers; Colonel Randolph, Chief of the Artillery 
Corps, and Colonel Mills, Superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy. It is the intention of the Secretary to 
put these schools in operation as soon as the necessary 
appropriations are allowed by Congress.

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Former United States Senator William BE. Chandler, 
of New Hampshire, charges that Hon. Stewart L. 
Woodford, who was United States Minister to Spain in 
1898, brought on the Spanish War. Mr. Chandler holds 
that Mr. Woodford’s first fault was his failure to de- 
mand complete independence for Cuba, that bis second 
was a wholly unauthorized attempt to purchase_the is- 
land for the United States, that his third was his op- 
position to increased autonomy for Cuba under Spanish 
sovereignty, and that his attitude on these points placed 
Spain in a position from which there was no honorable 
escape except through war. To Mr. Chandler's allega- 
tions Mr. Woodford replies that it is true that he never 
demanded independence for Cuba for the reason that if 
he had done so he would have been ordered away from 
Madrid within twenty-four hours, and that war would 
have come sooner than it did.

At a meeting held Feb. 6 the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs decided to make a favorable report on 
Senator Proctor’s bill, 8. 3327, for amending the re- 
organization act of Feb. 2, 1901. The bill was’ pub- 
lished last week, Feb. 1, page 548. The Committee added 
at the end of the bill the following amendment which will 
be submitted to the Secretary of War for his approval: 
“Vacancies which shall occur in the positions of Chief 


‘of the Corps of Engineers, Medical Denartment, or the 


Judge Advocate General’s Department, shall be filled by 
detail from the corps or department where the vacancy 
occurs for a term of four years, and at the expiration 
of such detail or re-detail, such chief shall be. returned 
to his grade in his corps in the manner provided in this 
section for the return of the chiefs of the corps to their 
proper grade.” ,

Never before since the Civil War has the Navy Depart- 
ment been so at a loss to obtain officers for the ves- 
sels of the Navy as at the present time. If a glance 
be taken at the orders to officers issued during the past 
few weeks it will be noticed how very few assignments to 
commissioned officers have been made. The truth fs that 
there are no officers left on shore duty who can possibly 
be sent to sea, notwithstanding the fact that the Bureau 
of Navigation is allowing only a few months shore duty to 
officers of watch and division rank. It is stated at the 
Department that matters have now reached such a pdint 
that it is impossible to commission a single vessel without 
placing some other craft out of service. Some relief will 


have to be afforded by the present Congress, unless it is 


the desire of that body to see many of the best vessels 
in the Navy rapidly deteriorate for want of proper care. 





The Chief of Ordnance of the Armv has submitted es- 
timates to the Secretary of War looking to the enlarge- 
ment of the Springfield Armory plant so that its daily 
capacity will be four hundred rifles. He has also eubmit- 
ted an estimate for the enlargement of the Arsenal ’at 
Frankfort, so that 150,000 rounds of small arm ammidni- 
tion can be supplied each day. General Crozier is ener- 
getically pushing all work being done under the Ord- 
nance Department. He has been advised that the ‘work 
on the new Army rifles is progressing, and that satisfac- 
tory progress is being made with the tests of field guns at 
Sandy Hook.

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. AN ENLISTED MAN ON THE OANTEEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Jourgwau: 
There has been much discussion over the Army. canteen 
throughout the United States. I have seen nothing from 
the enlisted men who are the most directly affected by 
the closing of the canteen, much more so than some of the 
people who have taken that responsibilitv upon their own 


shoulders for our comfort, and dictating what we shall: 


do with our money after we have earned it. The civilian 
has the saloon in which he can spend his evenings after 
his day’s work-is done, but if a soldier should happen 
to go into a saloon it is an awful thing to behold; simply 
because he is in uniform they seem to think that he is 
* property and an object for public discussion and 
abuse. 

I have been in the Service since August, 1887, and have 
had ample opportunity in which to observe the effect of 
the canteen with or without beer. From my observation 
there is more drunkenness in the post, as a rule, where 
there is no canteen than in the one where the canteen 
is in operation. This is especially so in the post where the 
nearest saloon is a mile or so away. I wu give one of the 
many incidents upon which I base my theory. On last 
Christmas eve a number of men who were desirous of 
drowning their thoughts in a few glasses of liquor, went 
to a saloon abont a mile from the post, and instead of 
taking a few drinks as intended purchased a demijohn 
of whiskey, smuggled it into the post and proceeded to 
get drunk. This would not have happened if these men 
could have gone to the canteen and got two or three 
glasses of beer. The most of these men I have known 
for the past three years, over two of which there has 
been a canteen in operation at this nost. While the can- 
teen was in operation these men were never seen drunk, 
but since it was closed they have been under the influ- 
ence several times. ‘The reason for this is that after 
they had walked over a mile they were not satisfied with 
one or two drinks as they say it does not pay to walk 
ever a mile for that amount. 

have never known of a single case in which the 
Army canteen has made a drunkard, but I am sorry to 
say that this is not so of the low dives that flourish in 
all the large cities in which I have been stationed. Close 
these, and the breweries, and the Army canteen will close 
itself. Never try to kill a tree by cutting off the top 
branches; begin on the roots. 

If these people who worked so diligently to have the 
canteen closed, under the delusion that they were doing 
so for the good of the soldier will only use that same 
influence to have a bill passed to retire the enlisted man 
after twenty-five years of faithful service for his country, 
they will be doing something that would be of some ma- 
terial benefit to him and would receive his everlasting 
gratitude.

THE REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have read with an interest bordering somewhat on 
amusement, a communication in vour issue of Feb. 1, on 
the Revenue Cutter Service, signed “Midshipman Un- 
easy.” 

The writer refers to an editorial in which, with the 
ability and sense of justice which have always charac- 
terized the JourNAL’s utterances, you championed the 
cause of a service whose claims to recognition have been 
long neglected. 

It is considered a good procedure to become fairly 
conversant with the merits of a case before beginning to 
discuss it, but your critic does not seem to have thought 
it expedient to do so in this instance, as he is not 
even aware, apparently, of the official name of the Serv- 
ice whose duties he assumes to limit. In the first place, 
for his information, it may be stated that this is the 
Revenue Cutter Service. Furthermore he is ignorant of 
its history, its present status, and especially of its past 
experience in the halls of Congress, of which last he 
claims to be so marvelously well informed. Officers of 
the Revenue Cutter Service have not shifted their 
ground in what they have asked Congress. They have 
consistently claimed the prerogatives and privileges that 
belong to a military service, to which they are entitled. 
rhere is no question about this Service being a mili- 
tary one, since defense of country was its first duty 
when organized, and has not ceased to be, though it 
performs other and very important services both in 
the interest of the Government and in the cause of hu- 
manity. The organization of the Service is military in 
every feature and detail. It is attached to the office 
of the Secretary of the Treasury and under his direc- 
tion as an incident to the fact that upon its organi- 
zation there was no Navy Department. There are only 
three bodies of men in this country who can be sent 
into battle by governmental authority without their own 
specific, expressed act of volunteering. They are the 
officers and men of the Army, Navy and Revenue Cutter 
Service. In this land, free from forced conscription, 
there are no others. 

Your correspondent shows commendable acquaintance 
with the services rendered by the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice during the Spanish-American War, but seems de- 
plorably ignorant of the fact that it was the duty 
fixed by law as well as the privilege of the Service 
to be engaged in that war, as in all of the wars that 
have gone before. 

The very creditable war service performed by cer- 
tain officers and men of the Light House Service, Life 
Saving Service, merchant marine, etc., were performed 
wher they were acting commissioned officers and men 
of the Navy; not as members of the respective bodies 
to which they had belonged. Our personnel was at the 
front because it constituted the Revenue Cutter Service, 
and not on account of any other status temporarily 
assumed. The deduction is obvious as regards this 
status, and the argument of your correspondent is spe- 
cious and misleading. 

But why is he uneasy? What possible connection is 
there between our advocacy of the interests of our 
corps, and the failure of Congress to provide additional 
ships and men for the Navy? The officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service will always advocate, as they have in 
the past, anything that tends to the upbuilding and 
advancement of the Army or Navy. No one could for a 
moment question the right of the Army and Navy to the 
stipends now allowed them. The need for the additional 
officers in the Navy is imperative and the number of 
cadets at the Naval Academy should be promptly in- 
creased. I would like to impress upon your correspondent 
that the Service is not a “little navy,” neither is it a 
“barnacle on the Navy,” as alleged, a simile, by the way, 
somewhat unintelligible. What our Service for is 
based on the merits which, I humbly submit, the history

NEWPORT, R. I. 


During the heavy gale on Saturday, Feb. 2, matters 
were quite lively at the Training Station Newport, R. L.. 
as at other places. The discovery was made that the 
moorings of the Newport were parting, and she was 
fortunately made fast. The Hartford, which was 
moored to a buoy, was having her troubles during the 
time the gale blew strongest; the discovery was made 
that she was dragging and an additional anchor was 
let go and she rode out the storm, The telephone wires 
at the Training Station were blown down in several 
places, and te storm was the most severe in many 
years. 

In the teeth of the strong northwest gale which was 
blowing Feb. 3, and with a high and rough sea run- 
ning, the training ship Hartford slipped her moorings 
and proceeded to sea en route to New York, where she 
will be assigned to the special sauadron under Rear 
Admiral R. D. Evans, U. 8S. N., which will act as es- 
cort to Prince Henry. The Hartford hos aboard about 
280 new boys, apprentices from the Training Station. 
who were taking their first “deep sea” cruise and in 
weather that few skippers would care to start on a 
journey. After her work with the special squadron 
ceases she will proceed to the West Indies for a winter’s 
cruise, 

The school for the naval petty officers at the Train- 
ing Station, established last fall, has proved a gratifv- 
ing success. These men come from various ships, after 
being recommended by their commanding officers, and 
are put through a practical training in drills and are 
then qualified to drill others. In consequence of this 
course the Navy is daily securing additional drillmast- 
ers to assist the officers of the ships regularly in com- 
mission and doing sea service and on the various re- 
ceiving ships. The school is growing rapidly, and it is 
only a matter of time before a building at the station 
will be required for the use of the class of petty officers.

HARDSHIPS OF THE MARINES IN SAMAR. 


Further particulars of the hardships that befell the 
expedition of Marines that recently attempted to cross 
the island of Samar have been transmitted to the War 
Department by Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. S. A., 
commanding Military Division of the Philippines. Gen. 
Chaffee’s dispatch is as follows: “Maj. Littleton W. T. 
Waller, U. S. M. C., four officers, and fifty men of the 
Marine Corps, and thirty-six native bearers, with four 
day’s rations, started the last week of December 
from Lanang, on the east coast of Samar, to cross the 
island to Basey, about thirty-five miles on the map. A 
trail at one time existed, but was found in places only. 
Lieut. De Witt C. Lyles, 12th Inf., U. S. A., accom- 
panied the command. Incessant rains from the start, 
swollen streams, and other natural obstacles made pro- 
gress extremely slow. When the rations were consumed 
the men became exhausted rapidly, dropping on the way. 
Major Waller separated from Capt. David D. Porter, 
U. S. M. C., Lieut. Alexander E. Williams, 2d Inf., U. 
S. A., and the major part of the men, and proceeded to- 
ward Basey, where he arrived Jan. 9 with two officers and 
thirteen men, and also Lieutenant Lives. He returned 
to the mountains the next day for relief. but turned back 
to Pasey about ten days later, unmsuccessful. Captain 
Porter was to have built rafts, but the timber would not 
float. The second day after senarating from Waller 
Porter moved toward Lanang, arrivine Jan. 11 with two 
men, all exhausted physically and mentallv. Lieut. A. 
E. Williams and. upward of thirty men were left in the 
mountains in a similar condition. 

“A relief expedition under Lieut. Kenneth P. Wil- 
liams, 1st Inf., U. S. A., was delayed in starting two 
days by storms which converted the rivers into raging tor- 
rents. The relief started on Jan. 13 and reached the Ma- 
rines on the 18th, saving Lieut. A. E. Williams and all, 
except ten men not found, who no doubt are dead from 
starvation. They are Privates Fangule, E. Foster, G. M. 
Brint, T. Wards, Brown, F. F. Murry. T. Buffet, Baley, 
Baroni, and Connell. R. Kettle died in the hospital at 
Tacloban Jan. 23. Captain Porter and Lieut. A. E. 
Williams and eighteen men are in the hospital at Tac- 
loban, none of them very clear in mind regardine much 
of the time covered by the period of suffering. All will 
probably recover. 

“Major Waller at present is disordered in his recol- 
lections. The suffering of this command for twenty 
days cannot be described. The efforts of Lieut. Ken- 
neth P. Williams of the Ist Infantry and his relief party 
are unequaled for courage and labor.” 
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Leslie’s Weekly publishes a portrait of Rear Admiral 

Robley D. Evans, U. 8. N., with an article om his re- 
lations to Prince Henry, in which the writer, Charlotte 
M. Conger, says: “Emperor William paid a marked 
tribute to Admiral Evans in asking the President to 
designate him to receive his brother, Admiral Prince 
Henry, and to appoint him to his staff during his stay 
on this side of the Atlantic. This request, however, 
comes as no surprise to those who remember the con- 
spicuous. part Admiral Evans took in the celebration 
at Kiel. The commander of the American fleet at 
Kiel, Admiral Kirkland, was a brave and gallant of. 
ficer, but had little taste or talent for social affairs, so 
that to Admiral Evans, the commanding officer of the 
New York, fell the main duty of entertaining. This 
brought him into frequent intercourse with Prince 
Henry, and a friendship sprang up between these two 
naval officers which has not diminished. It is not diffi- 
eult to account for Admiral Evans’ popularity in Ger- 
many. He is a man of unique personality, alert and 
magnetic, and with that boldness and dash that are so 
attractive to Europeans. These qualities, together with 
his superior seamanship, appealed to the future ad- 
miral of the German Navy, and brought the two of- 
ficers speedily and closely together. 
_ The sobriquet “Fighting Bob,” with which his devoted 
jackies christened him early in his career, is apt to give 
a wrong impression of Admiral Evans. There is no 
more determined and desperate fighter, but he is much 
else besides. Born in Virginia of a distinguished an- 
cestry, he has all the virtues, all the graces of a South- 
ern gentleman, and is as much at home in the drawing- 
room as on the quarter deck. In appearance Admiral 
Evans is tall and slim, his eyes are blue and keen, his 
face smooth-shaven, and his features strongly cut. The 
Adnural’s manners are almost boyish at times. One 
would never credit him with the fifty-six years to which 
he confesses. A visiting Englishman, to whom he was 
pointed out reeently as commander of the Iowa in the 
battle of Santiago, remarked sententiously, ‘I say, do 
you take your captains from the cradle? Evans looks 
more like a cadet than an admiral.’ Admiral Evans 
has the gift of popularity. He possesses those inde- 
finable attributes that appeal to the people, and no man 
of ~ Pe is more widely known, more. generally ad- 
mired.

NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 

Capt. French E. Chadwick, U. S. N., President of the 
Naval War College, favored the Naval Committee with an 
interesting statement as to the needs and purposes of that 
institution. He said there was great need for an ex- 
tension of the college building, and particularly for a 
fireproof extension. The documents in the structure, he 
added, are increasing every year and are of vital import- 
ance, or would be in the event of hostilities. As to the 
purposes of the Naval War College, Captain Chadwick 
said: “The College bears the same relation to the Navy 
that the surveying staff of a railway to be built bears to 
the railway. Suppose a syndicate of railways which was 
going to build all the railways of the countrv. they of 
course would have a large surveying staff for the pur- 
pose of laying out new roads, and meeting certain con- 
tingencies. The War College does the same thing for the 
Navy. It surveys fields of operation, and makes study 
of every possible problem. * * * Moltke became 
head of the general staff of the German Army in 1857, 
and the studies from that time on resulted in that great 





victory. The French could not stand up against prep- 
arations of that sort. That was the secret of Germany’s 
success. We have finally evolved something very much 


like the German system. The Naval War College, which 
is the final judge, prepares these plans. The Intelli- 
gence Office, the General Board, and the War College 
are the three boards of the general staff. In these stud- 
ies we go all over the world and examine all the harbors. 
We have a very elaborate svstem of intelligence reports 
from the several squadrons, and all this information is 
embodied in charts of harbors which we may want to at- 
tack, or to fortify or defend, or lay down batteries or ar- 
range lines of communication with or supplies; in other 
words, we attempt to formulate a complete plan of op- 
eration for use in case any one point should become the 
theater of such operations. * * * Everything done 
in the Naval War College is perfectly confidential. There 
is a great deal done there in reference to general interna- 
tional law. I should say that it has become the princi- 
pal international school of the world. I do not think I 
am going too far in saying that, because the men who 
study the questions of international law are the same men 


* who in a great many cases have had to do with the cases 


which come before them.”

SENTENCED TO GO TO Swa. 


Under this heading the Washington Times of Jan. 
27 published this dispatch: 

Chieago, Jan. 26.—Elmer McDonald, a youth of six- 
teen, has just been sentenced by Judge Smith to serve 
in the United States Navy. This unusual conclusion of 
a burglary trial attracted considerable attention in 
the Criminal Court. While the odd sentence was not a 
formal pronouncement, it was in effect a sentence to a 
life on the raging sea on a United States man-of-war. 
McDonald's relatives had suggested that if the Judge 
would show leniency toward the youthful prisoner they 
would see that he was enlisted at once in the Navy, 
and sent away where the discipline of Uncle Sam aa 
tone down his excessive vitality and make a useful citizen 
of him. To this idea Judge Smith took kindly. “I want 
it understood,” said his honor, “that this arrangement 
must be carried out; if it is not, remember that I still 
retain jurisdiction over the case and shall send the boy 
to the reformatory.”

The battleship Iowa has sailed from Talcahano, Chili, 
on a long cruise which will take her around the southern 
end of South America and as far north on the east coast 
as Montevideo, where she will become the flagship of the 
South Atlantic Station. Rear Admiral Sumner, recently 
assigned to the command of this station, accompanied 
by his personal staff, Lieutenants Adelbert Althouse and 
C. B. Barnes, sailed from New York on Feb. 5 for South- 
ampton, where they will take passage for Montevideo. 
It has been decided at the Navy Department that the 
squadron to participate in the reception of Prince Henry 
in New York harbor will assemble Feb. 15 at Tompkins- 
ville, where it will be joined two days later by Rear Ad- 
miial Evans. After the Prince has left this country, the 
Illinois will soon proceed to Europe as the flagship of the 
European Station, to be commanded by Admiral Crown- 
inshield; the Cincinnati will continue its duty as a train- 
ing ship ‘for firemen and go on a cruise to the West Indies, 
and the Olympia will become the flagship of Rear Admiral 
Higginson of the North Atlantic Squadron. It has not 
yet been definitely decided, but the probabilities are that 
the San Francisco will form part of the European Squad- 
ron. 

Rear Admiral John H. Upshur, U. S. N., retired, ar- 
rived at Sdn Juan, P. R., on Jan. 27 to visit his daughter, 
Mrs. Hunt, wife ef Governor Hunt of Porto Rico.

Representative Otjen of the Milwaukee district ap- 
peared before the House Committee on Naval Affairs this 
week in behalf of the project to establish a naval station 
on the Lakes. He made a long and interesting argument 
in which he said that the best possible place for the pro- 
posed station would be Milwaukee. 

The Secretary of the Navy has forwarded to the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs of the House a letter from Rear 
Admiral O’Neil, Chief of the Ordnance Bureau of the 
Navy Department, in which he requests that an appro- 
priation of $20,000 be granted this year to be used for the 
investigation of the best means of burning liquid fuel 
for the Navy. Admiral O’Neil believes that this subject 
should be well investigated by the Navy and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there is an immense quantity of 
crude petroleum obtained from the oil fields of California 
and Texas which could be used for this purpose. Secre- 
tary Long also forwards to the Committee a letter from 
the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur, of the 
Navy Department in which an increase from $100, to 
$125,000 is requested for the Medical Department’ of the 
Navy. The item of repairs for this department is raised 
from $20,000 to $30,000. The Surgeon General says 
that the extra funds will be needed in view of the pros- 
pective increases to be made in the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Navy. 

The first payment of $112,008 for the construction 
of the battleship Nebraska has been made by the Gov- 
ernment to Moran & Co., the builders. 

The Navy Department has decided that service per- 
formed on shore in Cuba, Porto Rico, the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, Guam, the Samoan Islands, and on the Asiatic 
Station shall be considered as sea service. The Depart- 
ment, in computing an officer’s cruise, will regard such 
le as the equivalent of duty performed on a cruising 
vessel.

ADMIRAL SAMPSON PROTESTS. 


Following is the text of the brief addressed to the 
Tresident by Admiral Sampson’s attorneys: 


Broad street, New York City, Feb. 6, 1902. 
Ilonorable Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States: 

Sir—We beg leave, as attorneys for Rear Admiral 
Sampson, and on his behalf, to submit the following 
statement in connection with the petition of Rear Admiral 
W. 8S. Schley, asking relief from his condemnation as 
reported by a Court of Inquiry and approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy. No argument will be submitted 
as to the volunteered opinion of the presiding member 
of the Court upon the question of command at Santiago. 
We repeatedly applied for an — to present evi- 
dence upon this point to the urt, and our request 
was as often refused, and we are confident that an at- 
tempt to pronounce an adverse judgment where a hea rin 
has been denied is so plain a violation of simple 
faith that it has no chance of receiving your approval. 
We were ready then, and are still ready to produce much 
evidence which was not offered before the Court on this 
question. We are prepared to show that the statement 
that the New York at the beginning of the battle, “was 
out of sight of each and every ship of the blockading 
squadron, but one” is inaccurate. 





We are ready to show that under the Navy la- 
tions and the judicial interpretations thereof, ar 
Admiral Sampson was, during the battle, in command 


of every single vessel in the American fleet. 

There is abundance of testimony available to show 
that from the beginning of the battle, every American 
vessel at Santiago was in sight of the New York. There 
is evidence at hand, both record and parol, to show 
that whenever the commander in chief left the block- 
ading line in front of Santiago, he hoisted the signal, 
“Disregard movements of commander in chief,” pro- 
ceded to that point where under the regulations his im- 
mediate command of the squadron ceased, and then 
signalled to the next in rank to take command; and 
that on the morning of Jul 3, the commander in chief 
had given instructions to have readv for hoisting the 
signal directing Commodore Schley to assume command; 
that this signal was to be hoisted, when under the regu- 
lations, the appropriate moment arrived; that that 
moment had not arrived, and that such signal had not 
been hoisted when the enemy endeavored to escape 
from the harbor.

Squadron A of New York, Major Brideman, was re- 
viewed by Major General Roe at its armory on the even- 
ing of Jan, 31. The Squadron aded mounted, and on 
account of the limited room in the riding ring, each troop 
was limited to a representation of 24 men. Following 
the review came evening parade, with Captain Badgley 
of Troop 2, in command, and then a squadron drill under 
Major Bridgman. Next a detail from Troop 2, com- 
manded by Lieut. E. M. Ward, performed the “dog tent 
drill,” The Cossack drill was performed by a detail of 
twenty men from Troop 1, under Capt. William C. Cam- 
mann. The daring and reckless riding in the stirrups, 
the hurdling and the backward riding, were cheered 
heartily. The last number of the programme was mount- 
ed exercises and riding by a detail from Troop 3, headed 
by Capt. Herbert Barry. Following the drills the armory 
was opened to the friends of the squadron and refresh- 
ments were served. ‘The Squadron made an excellent ex- 
hibition throughout the evening, and was cheered to the 
echo by the large audience present. 


A handsome showing was made by the 13th Regiment 
of New York, Colonel Austen, at the review by General 
Roe on Jan. 30. The ceremonies also included a regi- 
mental drill. The regiment for drill and review was 
equalized into nine commands of twenty-four files and 
three commands of twenty-eight files. the latter being in 
the third battalion. In the afternoon an exhibition of 
firing projectiles from the dummy guns by compressed air 
was given before General Roe and staff with great suc- 
cess. After the review another exhibition was given. 
Three shots were fired each from the 8-inch gun and 
mortar, and fifteen shots from the 4-inch gun, the last 
of which tore away the lower target completely, while 
little remained of the horizontal target, nearly every shot 
being a hit. The exhibition evoked storms of applause. 
the vast audience displaying much enthusiasm. Dancing 
followed and was enjoyed. by the guardsmen and friends 
until midnight. A permanent equipment for firing by 
compressed air will cost about “31.000 and it is hoped 
an appropriation for it may be forthcoming, although we 
believe there are some doubts as to whether it will be 
granted. It would certainly benefit the regiment, and 
would be money wisely spent. The ingenious and novel 
device originated with Lieut. Kingsley L. Martin, gun- 
nery officer of the 2d Naval Battalion, and one of the en- 
gineers of the new East River Bridge, who personally di- 
rected the installation of the plant, and who is entitled 
to all credit for the same. he guns, which were in- 
stalled less than a year ago, and which were made for the 
13th by the Bethlehem Steel Company, cost all told about 
$25,000. Among those who witnessed the exhibition be- 
sides were Adjt. Gen. Nelson H. Henry, Gen. James 
McLeer, commanding the 2d Brigade; Adjt. Gen. J. A. 
Draine, of the Washington State National Guard; Col. 
Edward E. Britton, acting Assistant Adjutant General, 
2d Brigade; Lieut. Cols. William H. Chanin, Guilford 
Hurry and William W. Ladd, Majors Frederick T. 
Leigh and Robert K. Prentiss, of General Roe’s staff; 
Major F. H. BE. Ebstein, U. 8. A., Deputy Police Com- 
missioner for Brooklyn. 

The 22d New York, in command of Col. Franklin Bart- 
lett, was reviewed before a large audience at its armory 
by General Roe on the evening of Feb. 3. The turnout 
of the command was 12 commands of 12 files, divided into 
3 battalions.

R. W. H.—Appointments of civilians to the — ae 
made by the sident of the United States. rite 
to the War Department for a copy of the order govern- 


ing the examination of civilians for appointment, and a 

copy may sent u. All the rules have heretofore 

been published in the Army and Navy Journal, There 

are a number of vacancies still to be filled, but there 

is no scarcity of — and an appointment will be 

very hard to get. reference is given to those who have 
previous military experience. 

A READER asks: How long can a soldier of the —— 
lar Army be kept on duty in the Philippines. Can they 
keep them there longer than 18 months? Answer.—A sol- 
dier can be kept on duty anywhere until the time of his 
enlistment expires. There is no arbitrary time alloted tu 
troops to serve abroad, but it is usually 3 years. 

T. D. B.—Write to the Auditor of the War Department, 
Washington, D. C., for a copy of Department Circular 
No. 15, Treasury Department, giving full information 
as to extra pay for officers and men who served in the 
war with Spain. 

C. M.—The order of precedence in all the grades re- 
ferred to in No. 15, of Par. 9, Army Regulations, 1901, is 
governed as specifically stated by date of appointment or 
warrant. A principal musician appointed May 5, 1900, 
would therefore precede in all ceremonies, etc., an ord- 
nance sergeant —— May 10, 1000. A sergeant major 
of a regiment ranks an ordnance sergeant. That is very 
plain from the regulations. 

M. I.—Lieut. Gen. Miles. U. 8S. A.. is not a graduate 
of West Point. He entered the military service as a 
captain of the 22d Massachusetts Volunteers in 1861. His 
first commission as an officer of the Regquiar Army was 
as colonel of the 40th Inf. on July 28, 1866. 

Cc. A. B.—See answer to J. F. in this issue, 

B. E. 8.—“An act to reorganize and Increase the 
efficiency of the rsonnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps of the United States,” approved March 3, 1899, sec- 
tion 7, abolishes the rank of commodore, but provides 
“that nothing contained in this section shall be construed 
to prevent the retirement of officers who have the rank 
or the relative rank of commodore with the rank and 
pay of that grade.” 

F. A. K., says: Par. 131, page 49, explains the march 
by the right flank; now the question 1s: When would 
you give the command of execution, and with what foot 
would you step off, if the command were by the left 
flank. Answer.—The right foot. 

G. H. R.—As you are serving in your first enlistment 
in the Regular Army you come within tne provisions of 
the order you cite. 

TROOPER, 5TH CAVALRY.—Read the 24th Article of 
War carefully and you will find an answer to your ques- 
tion. It was the bounden duty of the non-commissioned 
officer present to do all in his power to stop the quarrel. 

G. S. asks: An enlisted man of the General Recruiting 
Service has a surgical operation performed in the nature 
of a circumcision by a civilian surgeon (who is also the 
medical examiner of that station), wiil the Medical De- 
partment of the U. 8S. A. pay the cost of same or will it 
be considered as a personal debt. Answer.—If the en- 
listed man was on duty when the operation was r- 
formed, and the examining surgeon at the recruiting 
rendezvous was not required to furnish medical attend- 
ance to officers and soldiers at his station, the charge 
would be a proper one against the U. S. under A. R. 1606. 

LIEUT., 24TH CO., writes: In Par. 210, Infantry Drill 
Regulations, right front into line, it states the rear rank 
closes to facing distance upon halting. In the interpre- 
tation it states (Par. »: “The rear rank closes to 
facing distance before halting."” Would it not be 
correct for the four, both front and rear ranks to 
halt at the same time and then close the dress. It 
gives a ragecd aqoearanes to have the rear rank halting 
one count behind the front rank. Answer.—Both ranks 
halt at the same time; the rear rank closes to facing 
distance and dresses to the left. 

W. F.—If you will name some particular district we 
will answer your question. 

E. DeW.—The 9th regiment will probably sall from the 
Philippines in March or April of this year. As soon as 
the exact date is specifically known, it will be published 
in the Army and Navy Journal. 

J. R. asks: Are there any laws laid down as to who 
will be discharged first from navy yards. The civilian 
or veteran. Answer.—We are informed that all other 
things being equal, the veteran Is favored in this matter. 
The rule is to discharge the least capable men first. 

J. F.—The 22d Infantry is at present en route to the 
United States from the Philippines, and should be ad- 
dressed for the present at San Francisco, Cal. Its as- 
signment to stations in the Dept. of Missour!l will be 
published in the Army and Navy Journal, as soon as they 
are officially determined. The regiment sailed from Ma- 
nila Jan. 24 and Feb. 1, and should arrive at San Fran- 
cisco about March 10. 

SUBSCRIBER .—Battalions of Cavalry and Infantry are 
made up as follows: First Battalion. A, B, C and ; 2d 
Battalion, E, F. G and H; 3d Battalion, I, K, L and M. 
A regiment is supposed to remain in the Philippines 
about three years. 

8. D.—A similar question to yours has recently been 
decided as follows:—A soldier has no right to decide 
where his home is. This is a fact to be determined by the 
military authorities, from the records in their possession 
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and such other evidence as may be before them. If the 
records do not show the home of the soldier, and the 
officer maki the final statements cannot satisfactorily 
determine t fact, he should prepare the statements 
on the assumption that the soldier's home is at the place 
of appointment or enlistment in the United States, leav- 
ing the soldier to establish his claim that it is elsewhere, 
before the Auditor of the War Department. 

EMILIO.—At present the Porto Rico regiment is “pro- 
visional”’ and the officers’ commissions so read, but the 
chances are most excellent that it will be made a per- 
manent part of the Army. Secreta Root will probabl 
request this year the necessary legislation. 

FIRST LIEUTENANT VACANCIES.—In reply to your 
questions of Jan. 23 concerning list of ist lieutenants 
published in the Army and Navy Journal! of Jan, 18, we 
would say that original vacancies created and caused 
by act of Feb. 2, 1901, 175 in grade Ist Lieut. Inf. Pro- 
moted 106 to fill original vacancies anda appointed 70, 
total 175. There are no vacancies except what were 
caused by casualties. 

A. G. C. asks: In case a man re-enlists in the Philip- 
pine Islands and is discharged in the United States, 
where does he receive transportation to, che place of 
present enlistment or to the place or former enlistment. 
Answer.—He get traveling pay from place of discharge 
to his actual home. 

SOLDIER asks: (1) To what place does the Govern- 
ment pay transportation to a soldier entisted in Cuba 
and discha in U. S. Answer.—To his home from 
place of discharge. (2) How long can a soldier that has 
one or more years’ foreign service stay out and not lose 
his re-enlistment pay upon re-enlisting? Answer.—Three 
months. 

R. L.—The 5th Field Bat. has been at San Francisco 
since June 24, 1889. It cannot be said how much longer 
it will stay there. It depends upon the needs of the 
Service. 

W. G. K.—A soldier discharged by way of favor, 
through influence or some other means, is not entitled 
to travel allowances. See Par. 158, A. R., 1901. 

M. G. V.—If possessing the necessary qualifications 
you can entist for the coast artillery either at a military 
post or at a recruiting officer in a city. A permanent 
station cannot be guaranteed. The nearest post to you 
is Fort Trumbull, New London: the nearest recruiting 
officer, 890 Chapel street, New Haven. 

H. D.—Abner H. Merrill, is still in active service, is 
now a Lieut. Colonel of Artillery and Commanding Al- 
— Island, Cal. He will not be 64 years until Jan. 19, 
1907. 


M. S.—It is eminently proper that the provost sergeant 
should accompany the post quartermaster in his daily 
official rounds. 

H. R. B.—The following boats were captured at Ma- 
nila and are now in the United States Navy: Don Juan 
De Austria, Isla De Cuba, Isla De Luzon, Manila, Arayat, 
Callao and Leyte. The only ship captured at Santiago 
that can possibly be used by our Navy is the Reina 
Mercedes. This vessel is not now in commission, and it 
is said it will take at least a quarter of a million dollars 
to make the necessary repairs.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The London Daily Mail states that the Government 
of Chili has ordered 15,000 bayonets from a firm at 
Solingen, Germany, with the condition that they be 
delivered as promptly as possible. 

The announcement that Lord Marcus Beresford, late 
ith Hussars, has been appointed Manager of King Ed- 
ward VII’s thoroughbred stud indicates that his Majesty 
intends to continue his patronage of horse racing. 


Madrid has the unenviable distinction of being in every 
way the most unhealthy capital in Europe. According 
to statistics just published, there have been 79,374 deaths 
during the past five years among a population only slight- 
ly exceeding half a million. 

The British United Service Gazette says that the Rus- 
sian authorities evidently believe in the future of military 
acrostation. A school of ballooning has been formed, and 
twelve officers of the Russian Army, one of the Servian, 
and one of the Bulgarian, have been ordered to join at 
once for a coursé of instruction. 

The British Commander-in-Chief, replying to a corres- 
pondent who has called his attention to statements in Ger- 
man newspapers about outrages on Boer women and gifis 
by British officers and soldiers in South Affica, most 
positively assures his correspondent that the statements 
in question are “absolutely without foundation.” 


In submitting a supplementary Army estimate to the 
British House of Commons on Jan. 31, the Government 
tated that the cost to Great Britain of the Boer wat, 
including appropriations already made for 1902, had been 
*620,000,000. ‘rhe number of men in the field on Jan. 
1, 1902, was 237,800, and the average cost of maintain- 
ing them was $22, 000 per month, 

A company of the 13th French Alpine Battalion which 
iad been making a reconnaissance in the upper valley of 
the Averole on Dec. 18 was carried awav by an ava- 
lanche down a descent of 500 metres, as the men were at- 
tempting to ascend the Col du Baoumet. Happily no one 
was killed, but seven were injured, two véry seriously, 
and there were several fractures and many bruises. 

Great dissatisfaction prevails in British naval circles 
over the delay in the case of the torpedo boat 
Express, which although ordered in July, 1896, and 
launched in December, 1897, has not yet been a ted by 
the Admiralty. As a rule, torpedo boats built for the 
British Government are expected to be ready for accep- 
tance, with all steam trials completed, within a yéar 
ifter launching, and the Decoy, the Hawk, the Hornet, 
the Daring, the Ferret and the Lynx, all of them com- 
pleted under those conditions, have proved more satis- 
factory than others for which longer time was taken. Of

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S VIEWS.

“I or ly intended to write a companion volume to 
this, which should deal with the operations on land. But 
a short examination showed that these operations were 
hardly worth serious study. They teach nothing new; it 
is the old, oldesson, that a miserly economy in prepara- 
tion may in the end involve a lavish outlay of men and 
money, which, after all, comes too late to more than par- 
tially offset the evila produced by the original short- 

ted ony. ‘This might be a lesson worth dwell- 
ing on it have any practical bearing on the issues of 
the present day; but it has none, as far as the Army is 
concerted, Tt was criminal folly for Jefferson, and his 
follower Madison, to neglect to give us a force either of 
regulars or of well- volunteers 
years they had in which to for the struggle that 
any one might see was inevitable; but there is now far 
less need of an than there was then. Circumstances 
have altered wi since 1872. Even if checked in 
the beginning, we could net help uering in the end 
by sheer weight of numbers, if by nothing e So that 
there is now no cause for our keeping up a large army;

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A QUICK JOB. 


Probably the quickest repair job of its 
kind ever made in the United States was 
recently completed by the Fore River Ship 
& Engine Co., of Quincy, Mass. The Brit- 
ish steamship Isle of Kent of 3,038 gross 
tons was in collision with the Spanish 
steamship Amesti, on Dec. 14, about 350 
miles east.of Boston light. The Amesti 
was struck amidships on the starboard side, 
the Isle of Kent hitting her bow on, and 
so great was the force of the blow that she 
was practically cut in half and sank in 
about fifteen minutes, the crew, however, 
being saved. The Isle of Kent carried a 
cargo of cotton for a European port and 
rhe fact that her fore peak, forward of the 
collision bulkhead, was full of cotton prob- 
ably saved the vessel, for the cotton, acting 
as a cushion, prevented the damage from 
extending back of the bulkhead and she was 
ible to reach the port of Boston.

The float- 
ing machine shop Was towed from Quincy 
to the dry dock, thus greatly facilitating 
much of the work, and the company’s steam 
ighter was in service between the works 
ind the ship. Those familiar with such re- 
pair jobs in this and other countries ex- 
pressed surprise at the dispatch with which 
the work was carried on and also their be- 
lief that it was a record job, the ship hav- 
ing been floated out of dock in nineteen 
and a half working days, the job fully com- 
pleted in twenty-four days and the cargo 
re-stowed and the vessel ready to leave port 
on the evening of the twenty-fifth day.—
